Fuel crisis plan unveiled 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Predicting 


the worst U.S. energy shortages since 
World War II. President Nixon Wednes- 
day night proposed reducing highway 
speed limits, lowering thermostats nnd 
— if the fuel squeeze worsens — the first 
gasoline rationing since the 1940s. 


"The fuel crisis need not mean genuine 


suffering for any American," Nixon told 
the nation on radio and television from 
his White House office, "but it will re- 
quire some sacrifice by all Americans " 


He said 
he had ordered 
federal 


agencies to draw up contingency plans 
for rationing of gasoline and home heat- 


Ing oil If the situation gets worse, but 
stressed It was a distant resort. 


Some of the President's 
proposals 


would require approval of Congress, 
which is on the verge of authorizing Im- 
mediate construction of a trans-Alaskan 
oil pipeline to help meet future U4S 
needs A House-Senate Conference com- 
mittee cleared the bill Wednesday, and 
final House action is expected next week. 


Nixon said that the sharp cutback in 


oil supplies from Arab producers in the 
Middle East had made the energy short- 
age more severe. To case expected short- 
ages this winter, he announced a sweep- 


ing program of emergency belt-tight- 
ening mcat'Tcs. The President: 


• Ordered temporary variances In fed- 


eral clean air and water standards to 
permit wider use of coal, which Is In 
plentiful supply. 


• Issued regulations forbidding utili- 


ties and Industries to switch from coals 
to other fuels, such as oil or natural gas. 


• Pinpointed 40 power plants which 


could, If necessary, convert to coal with- 
in 60 days. 


• Directed The Federal Aviation Ad- 


ministration to work with airlines on re-

Nixon: won't quit 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 


Nixon said Wednesday night he has no 
intention of resigning, declaring he will 
not walk away "from the job I was elect- 
ed to do." 


Taking first public note of increasing 


calls for him to step down because of the 
Watergate scandal, Nixon conceded that 
it "has not been an easy year in many 
respects" since he won a landslide re- 
election victory exactly one year ago 


"I have no Intention whatever of walk- 


ing away from the job I was elected to 
do," he said "As long as I am physically 
able, I will continue to work 16 to 18 
hours a day . ." 


Nixon's response came at the end of 


his nationally televised speech on the 
energy crisis 
'. 


Nixon said he realized "doubts have 


been raised as to the integrity of the 
President of the United States," but he 
said 


"I am confident that in the months 


ahead the American people will come to 
Vcclize that I have rot violated the trust 
they have placed in me in the past." 


Nixon promised to remove "any doubts 


of the integrity of the man who occupies 
the highest office in the land " 


He defended the first vear of his sec- 


ord term, ticking off what he called the 
"substantial achievements" of his ad- 
ministration

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Dundee Road paving work 
begun; finished by winter?

Paving on Dundee Rood began jester- 


day and state officials said they arc 
keeping their fingers crossed that good 
weather holds so wo Innes of the new 
ronrl cnn be completed by winter. 


Completion of two lanci will at least 


partially eliminate some of the present 
traffic hazards. In addition to numerous 
collisions that have occurred since con- 
struction began. Buffalo Grove police 
said an average of two can a day slip 
off the existing pavement, which is in 
poor condition 


At least one person has been killed and 


many others Injured in auto accidents 
since construction of the road began. 


The project consists of widening Dun- 


dee Road to four lanes between Elmhurst 
Rond and III. Rtc. 53, through Wheeling, 
Arlington Heights and Buffalo Grove. 


ALBERT SIFRER, project engineer 


for the Illinois Division of Hiphuavs said 
jcstcrday workmen began pouring the 
pavement at Elmhurst Road and will 
proceed west to Rtc 51. 


"Right now things look pretty good," 


he said "We're just hoping the weather 
holds because we're working on borrow- 
ed time. 


Sifrcr said workmen have installed the 


sub-base of the road to Cambridge Drive 
In Buffalo Grove and he is certain paving 
up to that point will be completed by 
winter. Whether the entire 16.000 feet of 
pavement is completed 
will depend 


largely on the weather, he said. 


Besides the weather, Sifrcr said a ce- 


ment shortage also threatens to deify 
construction. Because of the shortage, 
the project Is being limited to five to sev- 
en truckloads of concrete a day, enough 
to pave about 800 feet of road. 


Land trust disclosure 
being adopted as policy

The Village of Wheeling Is amending 


its application forms to require the dis- 
closure of the names of persons who 
benefit from land trusts requesting offi- 
cial action by the village. 


Village Atty. Paul Hamcr recommend- 


ed that the forms be amended so that the 
village will be In compliance with a new 
state law requiring such disclosure. He 
said that by amending the forms, the vil- 
lage wilt protect itself while he seeks 
clarification of the law from the Illinois 
Municipal League 


The law, which became effective Oct. 


1, affects all land trusts that seek "any 
benefit, authorization, license or permit" 
from the village. According to State Rep. 
John Porter. R-Evanston, sponsor of the 
act. this Includes any requests for zoning 
changes, annexation, special-use per- 
mits, building permits, or licenses. 


"The theory of the bill Is that the gov- 


ernment ought to have the right to know 
the real parties with whom they are 
dealing." Porter said 


IN THE PAST, the names of benefi- 


ciaries were secret, and official action 
was taken by the village without knowing 
who would benefit. 


Hamcr said, however, lie Is not sure If 


the wording of the bill requires dis- 
closure for zoning, annexations or vari- 
ations. Ho said the terms "benefit" and 
"authorization" arc vague and need clar- 
ification. 


The attorney also questioned the man- 


ner In which the disclosure must be 
mode. The law only states that dis- 
closure be made "under oath or affida- 
vit," and shall Include the names, ad- 
dresses and Interests of all beneficiaries. 


According to Hamcr, the law therefore 


Is not clear whether the Information 
must also bo furnished in published no- 
tices and at public hearings. "I assume 
lt'« not necessary, but again I want tho 
league to clarify this," he said. 


IN ADDITION. Hamcr Is asking the 


league whether it is necessary for the 
village to revise Its ordinances to comply 
with tho new low. Several nearby sub- 
urbs arc now revising their codes on this 
matter. Tho attorney said, however, ho 
thinks It will be sufficient for tho village 
to amend Its applications. 


Until tho village receives further clari- 


fication. It will require disclosure on all 
forms required by the village pertaining 
to land. The forms will ask for tho 
names, addresses and Interests of all 
beneficiaries, with the disclosure being 


made cither under oath or affidavit. 


The secrecy of land trusts previously 


has been an Issue In Wheeling when zon- 
ing changes were granted without public 
disclosure of who was benefited by the 
action 


FOR EXAMPLE, apartment zoning for 


47 lots in the W. Strong Street area was 
granted to a land trust. Despite the con- 
troversy surrounding the rezoning, it 
took several months before court pro- 
ceedings revealed that the land was 
owned by Douglaj Carglll, a member of 
the zoning board at the time. 


Some communities enacted their own 


disclosure ordinances even before the 
state law was passed. Other towns, now 
In the process of revising their ordi- 
nances, are drawing up more stringent 
disclosure regulations. For example, DCS 
Plalncs is considering the complete dis- 
closure of trust beneficiaries, including 
those who were part of the trust during 
the past 12 months. 


State officials arc attempting to obtain 


additional supplies of cement to help ex- 
pedite construction, Sifrcr said Under 
normal conditions, he said, workers are 
able to pnvc 1,500 feet of road a day. 


DURING THE paving, the state plans 


lo close several streets In Wheeling and 
Buffalo Grove that Intersect Dundee 
Road. Closing the streets will enable 
workers to pave the entire road at once, 
rather than skipping the intersections 
and paving them at another time 


Besides expediting construction, clos- 


ing the streets will prevent hazardous 
conditions which would result from leav- 
ing them unpavcd, Sifrcr said. Each 
street will be closed for three to four 
days once construction reaches the inter- 
sections. 


The streets In Wheeling that will be 


closed are Cedar Drive on the north side 
and Redwood Trail, Schoenbeck Road 
and Laurel Trail on the south side Offi- 
cials sold yesterday Cedar Drive prob- 
ably will close today and the three other 
streets will close tomorrow. 


In Buffalo Grove, Golfvicw Terrace, 


Arlington Heights and Buffalo Grove 
roads will be closed on the north side of 
Dundee Road. Officials were not sure 
when the streets would be closed. 


Motorists are urged to be on the aleit 


for barricades, warning signs and de- 
tours directing them through the con- 
struction area. Drivers are asked to 
avoid Dundee Road if possible and to use 
alternate north-south streets while the 
streets arc closed. 


IN ALL CASES, the state has made 


provisions to allow emergency vehicles 
to cross the closed streets should the 
need arise. 


In addition to the widening and paving, 


the $2 5 million project also includes the 
realignment of Buffalo Grove and Ar- 
lington Heights roads The two roads 
\ve_re rerouted to connect with the al- 
ready existing extensions north of Dun- 
dee Road. 


The realignments, which were com- 


pleted more than a month ago, are ex- 
pected to eliminate two bottlenecks 
which now hamper through traffic. The 
slate plans to connect the extensions to 
Dundee Road as soon as two new lanes 
are paved.

EPA orders macaroni firm 
to get rid of pesticides

The Environmental Protection Agency 


>«terday ordered tlic Ketl Cross Maca- 
roni Co. 312 W. Grand, Chicago, to rid 
In plant ot two potentially harmful pesti- 
cides that the company allegedly hat 
Ix-on using In \lolntlon of labeling In- 
struction*. 


Last Meek. 2." million pounds of spa- 


ghetti, macaroni find other pastn prod- 
ucts manufactured by the company were 
released for market distribution despite 
the fact that they had been found to be 
contaminated with the pesticides. 


The paita is now being sold In super- 


markets throughout the Midwest. 


\\II.1.1AM CUIIK. acting director of 


the Food and Drug Administration's Chi- 
cago office, said the FDA "went Into the 
(tied Crovi Co.) plant last summer and 
found them using strobane." n pesticide 
which caused potentially cancerous tu- 
mors In mice In a 1%9 study by the Na- 
tional Cancer Institute. 


Since no safety data had ever been 


submitted on strobane, Uic EPA, which 
has the authority to regulate pesticides, 
had act no tolerance levels for strobane. 
Hut It had ordered the following label In- 
structions: 


"Do not use In commercial food prepa- 


ration areas or In edible products areas 
of food processing plants." 


After testing samples ot the pasta In 


July and finding them to contain traces 
of strobano from .25 to .48 parts per mil- 
lion, the FDA Impounded nearly all of 
tho company's pasta, according to Clark. 


The firm's attorneys then petitioned 


tho EPA to set a tolerance level for stro- 
bane, and tho agency subsequently de- 
clared .SO parts per million to bo the 
safety threshold for human health. This 
In effect exempted nearly all of tho 
firm's pasta.

ACCUItUINO TO CLARK, the EPA's 


fiction In setting the tolerance "after the 
fact" was "a little abnormal." 


"Normally," Clark said, "a manufac- 


turer will request a tolerance level and 
submit .safety data before a product is 
put on the market." 


Tho FDA formerly was responsible for 


setting such tolerances for all sub- 
stances, but the regulation of pesticides 
was transferred to the EPA when that 
agency was created in 1970. But the FDA 
still has responsibility for protection of 
the public from harmful substances. 


"If we find a product with no safety 


tolerance established, we have no choice 
under the law but to take action," Clark 
said In explaining the agency's embargo 
of the pasta. But after HHS EPA set the 
.50 tolerance lc\cl. the FDA was obliged 
to release "nil materials under that lev- 
el." Clark said. 


t)lt. htDNKY WOLFE of Ralph Na- 


der's Health Research Group charged 
that the le\el was set high enough so the 
company could sell the pasta rather than 
destroy It. He called the level "dan- 
gerous" and urged the EPA to rescind it 


and to bring charges against the com- 
pany for violation of the label instruc- 
tions. 


According to EPA official Robert Luss, 


further litigation Is under study, and 
criminal or civil charges could be 
brought by the agency on grounds the 
company misused the pesticides. 


Luss, however, denied tho EPA had set 


the .50 tolerance level, claiming tills au- 
thority rests with the FDA. But Clark 
pointed out that tho Federal Insecticide, 
Fungicide, and Rodcnticldc Act and its 
amendments clearly mandate the EPA 
to set pesticide tolerance levels. 


Clark added that tolerance levels 


"should be based on scientific data that 
proves safety beyond the shadow of a 
doubt," and, he said, referring to stro- 
bane, "I haven't seen that." 


Officials of the Red Cross company, 


contacted after the release of the EPA 
order Wednesday, refused to comment 
pending further litigation of the case. To 
comply with the order, the company 
must notify the EPA by Friday that It 
has removed all strobane and fcnthlon 
pesticides from its plant.

The bodies on nine "execution" murder victims were found 


yesterday In an expensive rambling ranch home near Lodl, 
Calif. San Joaquln County Sheriff Michael Canlis believed the 
killings were connected with a burglary at the United Store, a 
market operated by Walter Parkin, one of the murder vic- 
tims. It was the sixth mass murder In California in the last 
four years. 


Wholesale food prices drop again 


The government announced that wholesale food prices 


dropped for the second consecutive month In October, bright- 
ening prospects of more reductions In grocery prices. The 
processed foods and feeds declined 3.9 per cent in October, 
but still did not offset the all-time high Increase of 17.6 per 
cent In August. 


Vote 11 per cent Social Security hike 
The House Ways and Means Committee has approved an 11 


per cent boost In benefits during 1974 for the country's 28 
million Social Security recipients. The panel overturned Tues- 
day's approval of a GOP plan to hike benefits 10 per cent 
effective In July checks. The bill is expected to be brought to 
the House floor next week. 


Action on trade legislation postponed 
Speaker Carl Albert agreed yesterday to a personal request 


from President Nixon to delay House action on trade legisla- 
tion containing sanctions against the Soviet Union. A spokes- 
man said Nixon felt action to deny the Soviets "most favored 
Nation" status could pose a "threat" to peace negotiations in 
the Middle East.

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Egypt, United States resume relations

Cairo and Washington Wednesday re- 


sumed diplomatic relations broken dur- 
ing the 1967 Middle East war, and Secre- 
tary of State Henry A. Kissinger and 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat agreed 
they were moving toward peace In the 
explosive area. 


"We are moving towards peace," Kis- 


singer told newsmen after a three-hour 
meeting with Sadat, who added "I agree 
with him." 


A newsman asked Sadat, "How rapid- 


ly, Mr. President?" Sadat replied, "For 
myself it would be immediately." 


The two officials agreed to pick up the 


pieces of shattered diplomacy between 
their countries and named ambassadors 
to each other's capitals Immediately. 
There was no concrete indication, how- 
ever, that the two men had moved closer 
to solving the Middle East war itself. 


But Kissinger unexpectedly sent assist- 


ant Secretary of State for near eastern 
affairs Joseph Sisco and Harold Saun- 
dors, a member of the National Security 
Council, to Israel to discuss 
some 


"Ideas" developed in the Cairo talks. 


The urgent dispatch of the two men 


came as a surprise. They had been ex- 
pected to go to Tel Aviv following Kissin- 
ger's tour of Arab capitals. 


Egypt designated Dr. Ashraf Ghorbal, 


until now presidential press adviser, as 
new ambassador to Washington. The 
United States named Herman Eilts, a 
former ambassador to Saudi Arabia, as 
its ambassador to Cairo. 


The re-establishment of relations left 


no doubt that whatever Kissinger told Sa- 
dat during their talks, it proved satisfac- 
tory to the Egyptian president who had 
taken the stand that Egypt would not re- 
sume relations unless the U.S. adopted 
an even-handed policy in the Middle 
East. 


Israel was less optimistic about peace 


prospects and said Egypt was on a battle 
footing and poised for more war. 


There were more outbreaks of local- 


ized fighting, mostly on Israel's northern 
front. Syria and Israel blamed each oth- 
er for the burst of ground fighting and 
artillery duels, the first major cease-fire 
violations in that area in 10 days. 


Israeli military spokesman Col. Nach- 


man Kami said the cabinet would likely 
meet Wednesday night and might decide 
to make a preemptive strike against the 
building Egyptian force. 


In Washington, a Defense Department 


spokesman said a Soviet weapons airlift 
to Egypt and Syria had resumed Tues- 
day after a two-day halt.

power' veto overridden 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - 
Congress 


handed President Nixon a stunning set- 
back Wednesday as first the House and 
then the Senate overrode his veto of a 
bill restricting his powers to wage war. 


The lawmakers acted over Nixon's ob- 


jections that it was both unconstitutional 
and dangerous to the conduct of U.S. for- 
eign policy. It was the first of nine vetos 
to be overridden since Nixon was re- 
elected one year ago. 


The House overrode the veto by just 


four votes more than the required two- 
thirds majority — 284 to 135. The Senate 


vote was 75 to 18. 


The House voted after impassioned 


pleas by vice presidential nominee Ger- 
ald R. Ford, R-Mich., and other con- 
servatives who said the bill was a "po- 
tential disaster." 


Most support for the President in the 


Senate came from conservative Republi- 
cans like Sen. John Tower, R-Tex., who 
declared "there is going to be rejoicing 
in the streets of Moscow when they find 
out" Congress has "placed the President 
in a position of calculated disadvantage" 
in conducting foreign policy. 


Much of the success in pushing the bill 


through Congress was credited to Sen. 
John Stcnnls, D-Miss., chairman of the 
Armed Services Committee, who said: 


"I have been here through twt> major 


wars and not one vote was taken on ei- 
ther of them. I blame myself as much as 
anyone but I think we ought to have 
some law on the books that recognizes it 
is still the responsibility of Congress to 
declare war." 


A White House statement said Nixon 


was "extremely disappointed" by the ac- 
tion. 


"He feels the action seriously under- 


mines this nation's ability to act deci- 
sively and convincingly in times of inter- 
national crisis," the statement said. 
"Our potential adversaries may be en- 
couraged to engage in future acts of in- 
ternational mischief because of this blow 
to our deterrent posture." 


The legislation puts a 60-day limit on 


warmaking abroad without congressional 
approval, and allows Congress to halt 
any such hostilities by a simple majority 
vote not subject to presidential veto.

Walker orders 
fuel measures 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - Gov. Daniel 


Walker said Wednesday he has ordered 
all state agencies under his control to 
help avert a fuel shortage of "crisis pro- 
portions" by adhering to the following 
rules: 


• Thermostats shall be set no higher 


than 69 degrees during working hours 
and 60 degrees at other times. 


• Thermostats in air conditioned build- 


ings shall be set no lower than 75 de- 
grees. 


• State workers must close all outside 


doors and windows, Including those lead- 
Ing to hallways and lobbies. 


• All unnecessary lights shall be 


turned off. 


• State vehicles, other than emergen- 


cy, must be driven no faster than 55 
miles per hour and air conditioners can- 
not be used. 


parking taxes and encouraging car pools 
through preferential parking and other 
measures. 


Nixon also planned to seek emergency 


powers to enforce curtailment of outdoor 
electrical advertising and ornamental 
lighting, a reduction in the hours busi- 
nesses are open, and mandatory low- 
ering of speed limits If drivers do not 
cooperate voluntarily. He also asked 
standby authority to tax excessive uses 
of natural gas and electricity. 


The President asked congressional ap- 


proval to open up the Elk Hills Naval 
Petroleum Reserve and to extend day- 
light savings time throughout the year.

Hint Ford critic 
perjured himself 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Senate 


Rules Committee said Wednesday a wit- 
ness critical of vice presidential nominee 
Gerald R. Ford may have committed 
perjury in a private session of the panel. 


The panel grilled Robert W. Winter- 


Berger, former lobbyist and author of 
"The Washington Payoff," on allegations 
he made in an affidavit filed with the 
committee that he loaned Ford $15,000 
which was never repaid. 


Sen. Howard Cannon, D-Nev., said 


Winter-Berger "has made some changes 
in his testimony over and above that in 
the affidavit, changes that are con- 
tradictory. There may be a question of 
perjury." 


Among several other allegations made 


by Winter-Berger was that at Ford's re- 
quest he arranged for $125,000 in political 
contributions and that Ford did favors 
for the contributors. Ford denied the 
allegations in his public hearings. 


John Sirica, who is trying to determine 
reasons for non-existence of nine subpoe- 
naed White House tapes. 


Miss Woods, reported to have 14 tapes 


in her possession, is expected to testify 
before Sirica today. 


• Judge Sirica rejected a motion to 


overturn the convictions of six of the 
original Watergate conspirators and or- 
dered them to appear in court tomorrow 
morning for final sentencing. Five of 
them — including E. Howard Hunt Jr. — 
have been serving 35 year provisional 
sentences, and Sirica rejected their bids 
to switch their pleas to innocent. He de- 
nied a new trial to James W. McCord Jr. 


• The White House reported President 


Nixon is expanding his staff of Watergate 
lawyers to begin a counter-offensive be- 
fore the courts. Congress and public to 
d o c u m e n t his innocence of any 
wrongdoing. The special legal staff grew 
to a dozen, and Nixon was reported dig- 
ging in for a long haul. 


• The dean of Senate Republicans — 


Vermont's George D. Aiken — urged 
House leaders to set a deadline for bring- 
ing impeachment charges against Nixon 
or else declare him innocent of impeach- 
able offenses, and "get off his back." 


• Sen. George S. McGovern, D-S. 


Dak., one year after his landslide defeat 
to Nixon, said if the people knew then 
what they know today about Watergate 
the President would have been voted out 
of office.

CAPE CANAVERAL (UPI) - Tiny 


cracks In the tall fins of the mammoth 
Saturn 
IB launch vehicle, probably 


caused by corrosion from the Atlantic 
ocean's 
salty 
winds, 
brought post- 


ponement Wednesday of America's long- 
est scheduled space mission. 


Officials said that had the rocket been 


launched with cracks In the tail fins, It 
probably would have caused the vehicle 
to break up In flight and forced the astro- 
nauts to resort to emergency escape 
procedures. 


The space agency ordered Immediate 


replacement of the fins and rescheduled 
the blastoff of Skylab 3 astronauts Ger- 
ald P. Carr, Dr. Edward G. Gibson and 
William R. Pogue to 8:37 a.m. Nov. 15. 


They had planned to ride the Saturn Into 
earth orbit Saturday. 


It was the first time that problems 


with one of the sturdy Saturn boosters, 
the nation's most powerful family of 
space machines, have delayed a manned 
flight. 


Walter Kapryan, director of launch op- 


erations at the Kennedy Space Center, 
said the cracks were discovered during a 
routine Inspection of the Saturn on its 
launch pad Tuesday. He said there was 
at least one crack In each of the eight 
fins and two cracks in six of them. 


The metal apparently corroded while 


the Saturn sat beside the ocean after It 
was moved to Its launch pod Aug. 14, 
earlier than normal. 


With the metal corroded, Kapryan 


said, the cracks probably developed 
when tons of propcllants were poured 
into the rocket's fuel tanks Oct. 23 in the 
final full-scale test of the vehicle for 
flight. 


Space officials also discovered more 


trouble aboard the Mariner 10 space- 
craft, now heading into deep space on a 
mission to pass near Venus and Mercury. 
A malfunction was found in an ex- 
periment to measure voltages in the con- 
tinuous stream of particles coming from 
the sun. Heaters aboard Mariner 10 also 
continued to falter, threatening quality of 
pictures being token. 


Meantime, Pioneer 10 — to pass within 


81,000 miles of Jupiter by Dec. 3 — began 
sending Its first tiny pictures of the mas- 
sive planet.

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Youth's Chile death 
remains a mystery 


by STEVE BROWN 


A news analysis 


Frank Teruggl Jr., tho young DCS 


Plalnes man who was killed in San- 
tiago, Chile, during tho recent coup 
d'etat there, was burled more than 
three necks ago. 


Since then, the young man's par- 


ents have been told virtually nothing 
by officials from the U.S. State De- 
partment. Their almost daily calls to 
tho State Department get a curt "wo 
have requested more Information 
from Chilean authorities and contin- 
ue to press for more Information" 
reply from government officers. 


"I just cannot understand why it's 


taking so long to find out what hap- 
pened to Frank," said Frank Tcruggi 
Sr. 


Confused and still distraught over 


their son's death, tho parents arc 
searching for answers as to why he 
was gunned down on Sept. 22 in San- 
tiago. Tcruggi had been a student at 
the University of Chile for about two 
years. 


IN AN EXCLUSIVE Interview with 


The Herald, Tcruggi, Sr. said he had 
received a report from the State De- 
partment regarding his son's death. 


"But It contained no Information, it 


was Just a repetition of facts wo al- 
ready knew," he said. The State De- 
partment would not comment publi- 
cly on tho report, but said they arc 
attempting to get further Informa- 
tion. 


The State Department report In- 


dicated the young man's body had 
been Identified in early October by a 
friend in Santiago. 


Aides to U.S. Senators Charles 


Percy, R-I11., and Adlal Stevenson, 
D-I1I.. and U.S. Rep. Samuel Young, 
R-lOth, have all requested the State 
Department to provide information 
oo tho circumstances of Tcruggl's 


death, but even their inquiries have 
gained little new information. 


SOME AIDES are convinced they 


arc getting a runaround on the situ- 
ation. While not wishing to make 
public comments, some political 
aides have accused the State Depart- 
ment of "dragging their feet on the 
Investigation." 


Young told the Herald last week he 


had been Informed by tho State De- 
partment that an effort was being 
made to obtain some bullet frag- • 
mcnts from Tcruggl's body to deter- 
mine what type of weapon was used 
In tho shooting. 


Officials of the military junta who 


led tho overthrow of the Salvador Al- 
Icndc regime claim Tcruggi was shot 
on the streets after being released 
from custody. They said the caliber 
of the bullets used snowed they were 
not from a military weapon. 


However, the Herald has learned 


an autopsy report on the body In- 
dicated the young man had been shot 
at least 17 times. All of the bullets 
passed through the body and there 
were only minute fragments which 
could not bo examined. 


"I just want to know the circums- 


tances regarding my son's death," 
Tcruggi said. 


THE LACK OF information has 


apparently sparked a national effort 
to gather more Information about the 
Chilean crisis. A local effort, the Chi- 
cago Committee to Save Lives in 
Chile, hopes to mount a committee to 
travel to Chile to Investigate the Tc- 
ruggi death and the widespread kill- 
ings and imprisonment by the mili- 
tary. 


A spokesman for the group, which 


represents a coalition of liberal or- 
ganizations in the Chicago area, said 
full details of the Investigative com- 
mittee will bo announced next week.

Energy crisis concerns oil engineers 


President Nixon Isn't the only one calling for a coordinated 


effort to stretch energy supplies: Two Universal Oil Products 
Co. engineers, Dick Do Vedrmnn and George Meier, feel the 
Mtno way. 


They've been talking for some time with oil company exec- 


utives and others In the energy business and their message 
applies to Individual consumers as well. 


"The energy situation Is a mess, and none of us can be 


pleased about permitting It to reach Its current status," they 
soy In a report entitled "The Energy Enigma: A Refiner's 
Dilemma." 


"However, rather than blaming ourselves or others, let's be 


constructive and remember that the real test of life, as in 
golf, lies in not always keeping out of the rough — but getting 
out after we're In — together we can make n difference." 


For starters, tho UOP representatives second the notion 


that conservation l» a must. This means recycling efforts, 
minimal disposable Items, car pools, and better insulation on 
homes ore needed. 


The energy pros also suggest the elimination of two utility 


sacred cows: lower price scales for large users of power, and 
advertisements which entice customers to use more energy. 


Environmental compromise, higher prices and Intensified 


research and development programs ore part of the overall 
picture. In Illinois and other states, this means a go-slow 
attitude on enforcement of state air pollution control regu- 
lations. 


Let's face up to the tremendous waste of energy through 


Inefficient use, they add. An 83 per cent waste of energy 
potential can be traced In the conversion of crude oil to an 
end use such as boiling water on an electric stove.

Grizzly bears being killed? 


Grizzly deaths: In an Interview published in the October- 


November issue of the National Wildlife Magazine, ccologist 
Frank C. Cralghcad Jr. charges that National Park Service 
policies may have destroyed more than half the grizzly bears 
In Yellowstone National Park. Craighead researched the 
bears' habits from 1959 to 1968, along with his brother John J. 
Cralghcad. 


Tho cause of this controversy Is a 1967 plan to close down 


earth fill garbage dumps at Yellowstone to keep bears away 
from people. 


The Craigheads agreed with this plan, noting that a slow 


phasing out program would accomplish a transition to other 
food supplies for the bears. But the park service moved 
quickly to eliminate the dumps without supplying supplemen- 
tal food and the bears moved into the campgrounds areas. 
Injuries Increased 40 per cent in the 1968-1972 period. 


Bears wandering into the campground areas were trapped 


and transported to remote areas. If they returned, they were 
often killed. Craighead reports that between 175 and 250 griz- 
zlies inhabited the park in 1967, but a total of 118 known bear 
deaths occurred in 1970 and 1972. If this policy continues, it 
will eliminate the grizzly from Yellowstone area, ho says. The 
only remaining grizzly territory is In Yellowstone and Glacier 
parks, and remote areas of Alaska and Canada. 


Law for today, 


Q. We put money Into a savings and loan Institution which 


went defunct. This year, by court order, we have received 
reimbursement of 20 per cent of the amount of our deposit, 
with no Interest. Can we claim the amount of Interest that 
should have been paid on this reimbursement as a loss on our 
federal Income lax return? 


A. No. While interest earned on deposits hi a bank or sav- 


ings and loan association must be reported for federal income 
tax purposes, interest that otherwise might have been earned 
but which was never paid, docs not become a deductible loss. 
However, any amount of a deposit lost due to failure of a 
financial institution could be reported as an income tax de- 
duction.

Baby death case still a puzzler to police 


Arlington Heights police are still 


without any solid leads to the identity 
of the mother of the baby found dead 
next to a church one week ago. 


The baby boy, believed to be about 


four weeks old, was discovered by 
the Rev. Jomcs Prendergast of St. 
Cecelia's Church, Golf and Meiers 
roads, when he opened Uie church for 
an early moss. 


The Cook County Coroner's Office 


ruled Tuesday the child died from 
exposure to the chilly temperatures 
early last Thursday. 


Arlington Heights police examined 


the bottle for fingerprints. Capt. Ir- 
wln McDougall said no clear prints 
were obtained. 


According to McDougall, the police 


arc investigating the possibility the 
baby was not born in a hospital. He 
said the baby's body showed several 
indications it was a non-hospital 
birth. 


He said because of this the in- 


vestigation has now shifted to local 
hospitals. It is possible, he said, the 
mother sought medical attention for 


cither the baby or herself after the 
birth. HP said area hospitals have 
been contacted. 


Police theorize the child was aban- 


doned by its mother with the hope 
that it would be discovered by some- 
one attending mass at the church. 


Capt. .McDougall repeated his ear- 


lier request for anyone with informa- 
tion about the child or who may have 
been near the church that morning to 
contact the Arlington Heights police 
detective bureau at 253-2340.

Elk Grove Village firm finds raijiboiv's end 
Pollution controls a corporate bonanza

N o w 
pollution-control 
regulations 


drafted over the past few years In Illi- 
nois and other states arc providing o bo- 
nanza for companies In the cleanup busi- 
ness. One firm cashing in on the pollu- 
tion-control trend is the Waste Equip- 
ment Division of Hcsston Corp. In Elk 
Grove Village. 


Offering tho newest technology in 


equipment designed to curtail air pollu- 
tion and solve solid waste disposal prob- 
lems is paying off for the firm, said re- 
gional sales manager Bob Smith. 


"The pollution-ecology movement In- 


dustry is now one of the glamour in- 
dustries," Smith said enthusiastically. 
"It was spawned by the environmental 
movement." 


Tho image of cleanup Industries is 


changing rapidly, he added. "Now people 
arc becoming aware that Incinerators 
arc sophisticated. We'd bo happy if we 
could use another word except In- 
cinerators," said Smith, noting the tran- 
sition from smoke-belching units to clean 
burning automated systems. "We like 
'controlled combustion units to reduce 
waste and render It sanitary.' " 


AREA SCHOOLS, hospitals and other 


commercial and industrial customers arc 
Installing Incinerators to comply with 
existing air pollution controls and those 
anticipated by mid-1975. Prices range 
from $1,000 to $150,000. 


The company distributes Its products 


on a national basis through a network of 
100 distributors. Hcsston recently hosted 
an oktobcrfcst confab at the Elk Grove 
Village plant for its distributors as an 


introduction to new company products. 


Hcsston products range from small 


portable Incinerators for classified docu- 
ments to large units that destroy patho- 
logical wastes and animal remains. "One 
pharmaceutical company's incinerator Is 
used to burn 10,000 eggs an hour," said 
Smith. Tho eggs arc used in a manufac- 
turing process. 


"Wo even sell money burners to the 


federal reserve system," he continued. 
"I personally burned $lVi million at the 
Federal Reserve Bank In St. Louis." 


Flue gas scrubbers that eliminate par- 


tlculate waste arc sold by Hcsston to a 
number of local plants. The elimination 
of odors Is a potential market for the 
firm, but as Smith said, "the only way 
you can monitor it is through a person's 
nose." 


Compacters, Including tho new Pak 


Rat unit, are other Hcsston offerings. 
Smith predicts compacting equipment 
will account for the greatest share of 
sales increases for the next five years. 


HICHARD CODER, export manager 


and original equipment manufacturer 
representative for the Waste Equipment 
division, said technology 
continually 


changes In the fields of air pollution con- 
trol and solid waste disposal. Coder, who 
' has appeared before the Illinois Pollution 
Control Board as an Industry spokesman 
on several occasions, said the boom In 
pollution control programs causes com- 
pliance problems for many firms. Dis- 
cussing the air pollution control stan- 
dards as they affect incinerators, he 
said, "Sometimes the attitude is, 'let's 
cut limits to the very minimum we could

dream of, rather than the limits that 
technology can offer.'" 


As in the control of allowable dust par- 


ticles discharged by incinerators, Coder 
said the state regulations mean added 
expenditures for testing and more costly 
cleanup equipment. "This just means an 
added cost of doing business," he said, 
adding that the cost is passed along to 
consumers. 


Standards may be 
1 drafted for oxides of 


nitrogen and hydrocarbon emissions in 
Illinois, said Coder. Temperature and air 
distribution patterns in Incinerators may 
also be regulated. The current controls 
set limits for particulates, carbon mon 
oxide and smoke density. Illinois Is the 
only state with carbon monoxide limits. 


The Elk Grove Village operation has 


changed within the past year. The Hes- 
ston plant at 2483 Grcenleaf Avc. was 
formerly the Joseph Coder Incinerators 
plant. It was sold in mid-1972 to the Kan- 
sas-based Hesston Corp., producers of 
farm equipment. The operations of two 
other Hcsston acquisitions — McNaulin 
Incinerator and Val-Jac Compactor Co. 
— were relocated to the Elk Grove plant.

I'm taking water pllli and I know that

iitbiUtute to cut down OQ lalt Intake? 


My Idea, regardleti of what doctor* 


think, Is that anyone retaining water In 
their system should learn to cut down on 
salt Intake and use more flavoring spices 
to make up the difference, and In tlmo 
they won't need salt at all. 


Another thing — my brother and I and 


some friends have been cutting down on 
our food Intake In order to lose weight so 
we have been drinking a lot of bouillon 
cubes, but I have noticed that they have 
a nlty taite, so In trying to cut down on 
our weight by using these nrc we nddlng 
salt which helps us to hold water and 
still gives us extra weight? 


There Is no significant advantage In us- 


ing so-called raw sugar over white sugar. 
It Ls still nearly free of other substances 
in the cano or beet that It Is made from. 
There are only traces of other elements 
In It. Both arc equal In calorics, and I 
notice you want to lose weight. 


Salt substitutes are fine for people who 


need to take medicine to eliminate salt. 
At one time the low salt diet was our 
mainstay In treating these problems be- 
cause now commonplace effective medi- 
cines didn't exist. Either one of the salt 
substitutes you mention In the rest of 
your letter would be fine for this pur- 
pose. 


Yes, you can do n lot by planning your 


food preparation to eliminate excess In- 
take of sodium salt. Some people can't 
bring themselves to stay on such a diet, 
and this Is one reason doctors often re- 
sort to water pills rather than try to en- 
courage their patients to follow such a 
diet. The trick is to prepare foods with- 
out adding salt, and, as you mentioned, 
using spices helps solve the taste prob- 
lem. You can use artificial salt also in 
seasoning your foods. 


UNFORTUNATELY, bouillon cubes 


are loaded with salt, and If you and your 
friends are drinking lots of bouillon you 
are getting plenty of salt in your diet. 
Bouillon cubes ore just dandy for people 
who do not need to worry about salt 
problems, but simply can't bo used If you 
want to stay on a salt restricted diet. 


You can prepare your own bouillon by 


boiling beef, or poultry, and saving the 
juice for this purpose. Then, If you wish, 
you could season it with salt substitute. 
There is naturally salt In meat, but un- 
less you have a serious problem it won't 
be enough to make a difference. Since 
your doctor seems to be unworrled about 


your salt Intake, it should be okay. 


Retaining water does increase pounds 


of weight, but it is not fat. If you want to 
get rid of fat you must eliminate more 
than water. Washing out the body water 
without losing unwanted fat deposits is 
not helpful In a weight losing program. 
The accompanying loss of salt can lead 
to unnecessary weakness. And, if you are 
successful in controlling the salt in your 
diet, your doctor may wont to cut back 
on your water pills.

Three $5,000 awards 
for bicentennial design 


Mrs. Mary Brooks, director of the Bu- 


reau of the Mint, has announced that the 
Department of the Treasury will award 
$3,000 to each of the throe winners of a 
national competition for designs emble- 
matic of the Bicentennial of the Ameri- 
can Revolution for the reverse of the dol- 
lar, half dollar and quarter dollar. 


President Nbcon signed the Bicenten- 


nial coinage design legislation on Oct. 18, 
1973. In addition to providing for the new 
Bicentennial designs the Act also calls 
for the mintage of at least 45 million sil- 
vcrclad Bicentennial coins. It 1» (ho first 
tlmo that designs on circulating coins arc 
being changed to celebrate an anniversa- 
ry of American Independence. 


Because of the significance of the new 


coin designs, Mrs. Brooks asked the Na- 
tional Sculpture Society to conduct a na- 
tionwide competition for them. Printed 
competition Instructions will be made 
available on request from: The National 
Sculpture Society, c/o The United States 
Bullion Depository, West Point, N.Y. 
10998. 


COMPETITION guidelines arc also 


available at the' United States Mints In 
Philadelphia, Denver, and San Francisco 
as well as the Bureau of the Mint, De- 
partment of the Treasury, Washington, 
D.C. 20220.

H was Dec. 10, 19-111 when the first worldwide instrument 


concerning the rights of man — tho Universal Declaration of 
Human Rights — was proclaimed and adopted unanimously 
by Uie U.N. General Assembly meeting In Pans. 


SINCE ITS adoption, the United Nations has devoted untir-

The House Ways and Means 


Committee voted Tuesday to in- 
crease Social Security benefits 10 
per cent next July 3. The increase 
would be financed through greater 
payroll taxes for "higher income" 
groups. 


This latest Congressional action 


only points out even more the ur- 
gent need for an exhaustive over- 
haul of the entire Social Security 
system. 


The entire method of funding So- 


cial Security is outmoded and ineq- 
uitable. It has become as bur- 
densome to the middle income 
wage earner as it is for the lower 
income worker. 


Whenever there is an increased 


benefit. Congress automatically In- 


We arc not attacking the basic 


need for and value of the Social Se- 
curity system. It fulfills a need 
which might not otherwise be met, 
and it is a responsibility which is 
owed to anyone who has given a 
lifetime of work to this country. 
But there must be some alternative 
to a flat-rate tax which is bound to 
continue escalating and place an 
increasingly intolerable burden on 
the shoulders of all taxpayers. 


Congress keeps avoiding the bas- 


ic issues. 


Much of the financial problem 


with Social Security stems from 
the cost of Medicare, but Congress 
refuses to consider the possibilities 
of a national health insurance pro- 


creases the tax and tax base. The 
inevitable result is steadily spiral- 
ing Social Security taxes with no 
end in sight. 


The present salary base on which 


Social Security taxes must be paid 
is $10.800 with a rate of 5.85 per 
cent providing for a maximum tax 
of $031.80. This base will go to 
$12,600 or a maximum $737.10 in 
1074. The House bill would increase 
the base further to $13,200 and, at 
the present rate, provide for a 
maximum tax of $772.20. 


Already there is Congressional 


pressure to escalate further both 
the tax rate and base, making it 
increasingly likely that all Ameri- 
cans will become perpetual slaves 
to the hunger of an outdated sys- 
tem. 


gram. Congress persists in depriv- 
ing many elderly of benefits to 
which they arc entitled by main- 
taining wholly indefensible earning 
restrictions. Congress has not ex- 
amined the Social Security system 
in relation to today's expanding 
private pension and retirement 
programs. 


The result is a continued pattern 


of automatic escalation. This pat- 
tern will not be broken unless and 
until Congress finds the sense and 
political courage to undertake a 
complete re-examination of the So- 
cial Security program and its fi- 
nancial structure, enacting re- 
forms necessary to make it more 
equitable to the persons who ulti- 
mately are supposed to benefit 
from It.

office to a larger, 73-member slating 
committee, \vith his wide experience in 
local governmental problems hi subur- 
bia, and with his administrative back- 
ground. 


His major problem in attracting sup- 


port of the county GOP organization 
probably is, as Walsh puts it himself, 
"I'm not known." 


He is, Indeed, widely known to local

Presidential TV power questioned

A just-published report on n study com- 


missioned by the 20th Century Fund 
could not be more timely. 


At a time when Americans arc In- 


tensely concerned about the health of our 
governmental system of checks and bal- 
ances, the report charges that "the presi- 
dent's overwhelming access to prime- 
time radio and TV, unmatched by any 
other branch of government," has funda- 
mentally altered that system. 


The report, 
entitled "Presidential 


Television," has been brought out in 
book form by Basic Books. One of its 
authors is former Federal Commu- 
nications Commission chairman Newton 
N. Mlnow, the coiner of that Immortal 
description of television as a "vast 
wasteland." 


Maybe It Is for the viewing public. But 


for tho post four Presidents, television 
has been a land of golden opportunity. 
Via tho electronic medium, the report 
contends, tho chief executive has been 
ablo to outmancuvcr, out-convince and 
out-hcadlino the other branches of gov- 


ernment as well as the opposition party. 


In Mlnow's view, President Nixon Is 


probably the most Innovative and adept 
user of presidential television. 


He has commanded and received more 


free time than any of his predecessors. 
During his first 40 months In office prior 
to lib Moscow trip In 1972, Mr. Nixon 
made 32 special appearances in prime 
time, compared to only 24 by President 
Johnson In mare than five years, 10 by 
President Kennedy In under three years 
and 23 by President Eisenhower in eight 
years. 


The president's ability to choose when- 


and how to appear — without cost — be- 
fore the American public is completely 
unmatched by his political or congres- 
sional opponents, says Mlnow. 


"It means," he writes, "holding a 


press conference before a potential au- 
dience of 60 million people ... It Is the 
carefully presented presidential 'image.' 
It Is the nationally viewed justification 
of war, invocation of, peace, praise for 
political allies, damnation of opponents, 
veto of legislation, scolding of Congress." 


"The president may make a formal ad- 


dress, hold a press conference, consent 
to an Interview, telephone on astronaut, 
go to a football game, receive a visiting 
chief of state, take a trip abroad or play 
with his dog on the White House lawn. 
He may send his family, his cabinet 
members or his political allies before tho 
cameras. In almost every case, he and 
he alone decides."

The report makes a number of sugges- 


tions to correct this imbalance. Among 
them: 


Televised debates from the floor of the 


House and Senate; live debates between 
spokesmen for the two major parties 
four times a year; guaranteed ah- time 
for the opposition to reply to any presi- 
dential address broadcast in the months 
preceding a national election; unproved 
coverage of Supreme Court decisions. 


Also, by way of countering the In- 


fluence of big money in presidential cam- 
paigns, the report proposes alloting each 
candidate certain amounts of network 
time, to be paid for by the government at 
half price. 


It is a good thing and in the public 


interest for a president to speak to the 
nation frequently, says Minow. But it is 
also Important that the political opposi- 
tion and the other branches of govern- 
ment have equal opportunity to Influence 
public opinion. 


And that is today's "hysterical" com- 


ment.

The fact that Hyde Is 
widely known does not work 100 per cent 
in his favor. As widely known as his 
name is his strict conservatism, and the 
fact that as majority leader in the House 
in 1972, he nonetheless managed to lose 
the primary election that year white 
seeking releection to his fourth term as a 
legislator. (He retained his legislative 
post by moving to another district after 
an old friend, Peter Miller, withdrew 
from the race). 


While some believe that Hyde could 


help the campaign by attracting funds to 
the party and that he would have a leg 
up on Walsh in seeking Chicago votes, 
there is resistance to him from friends of 
former Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie, with 
whom Hyde has not been close. 


Walsh, on the other hand, is hi good 


standing with Ogilvie, whom he served 
as assistant director of the state Depart- 
ment of Local Government 
Affairs. 


Ogilvie, now the senior statesman of the 
Illinois GOP, could be counted upon to 
help Walsh find his way through the 
right circles in Chicago.

In the $20 
billion persuasion business, television 
ranks second only to newspapers in ad- 
vertising dollars. A good chunk of those 
video tape commercials seen on TV arc 
produced by Chicago ad agencies. 


As corporate vice president at A. El- 


coff & Co. agency In Chicago, Bliwas 
says the ad game Is basically simple: 
"you've got to give people a reason to 
buy your product. And most often, you're 
solving a problem." 


To hear him talk, tho gal with the nin- 


ny mascara has It easy. The Elcott li- 
brary of video tape commercials offers 
packaged advice for people ,vho suffer 
everything from the irritation of hot 
spattering grease to on unfortunate lack 
of sex appeal and the aggravations of 
household pests. 


KNOWING HOW to reach people in 


their mcK impressionable moments and 
then selling them on a product is what 
mokes the ad business tick. Your sales

early morning or late evening hours, or 
as Bliwas puts it, "the better the show, 
the worse the response."

The 
converters remove pollution from carbon 
monoxide and hydrocarbons. The devices 
wilt eventually be modified to control 
oxides of nitrogen.

Abuses earmarked for attorney general 
Illinois breakthrough: Bill 
collectors to be regulated 
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by MONICA \\ttJCtt 


Regulation of bill collectors appears to 


be an Idea whoso time finally has como 
In Illinois. 


Recent hearings on debt collection 


abuses, held by the Attorney General's 
Consumer Fraud Division, didn't uncover 
arnthlng that low-Income people and 
public officials don't nlrcndy know. 


But the hearings did provide documen- 


tation and renewed motivation for a 
drive to pass some legislation in this 
area. And perhaps the most significant 
harbinger of that ultimate outcome was 
the mere token resistance displayed by 
the collection Industry. 


TllE INDUSTRY took n two-prongcd 


position during the hearings: 


• Collection abuses arc few and In- 


significant compared to the number of 
reputable collectors who do not use such 
techniques and who aro performing a 
valuable service for the business commu- 
nity. 


• There arc already enough laws to 


regulate collectors and protect debtors, if 
only these laws were enforced. 


The hearings cast a giant shadow of 


doubt on the validity of the industry's 
first 
contention. Testimony by con- 


sumers, by legal aid and community 
group representatives, and by a Federal 
Trade Commission regional director 
from New York, documented a pattern of 
abuses almost boring In Its repetition and 
stretching from Evnnston to the South 
Side of Chicago to New York City. 


TUB INDUSTRY'S second defense ulll 


most likely be the focus of the consumer 
fraud agency's attention In the next fcsv 
weeks. Collection agencies contend there 
arc already enough Inus on the books to 
regulate collection procedures, and they 
diplomatically urge that greater author- 
ity be given the Attorney General to en- 
force these laws. 


However, there actually arc no Inus In 


Illinois relating directly to the collection 
Industry, as there arc in some other 
states. Any alleged abuses or deceptions 
have to be handled under the Consumer 
Fraud Act and its new provision covering 
services, or other statutes that might be 
applicable. 


According to Maria Eldcn, assistant at- 


torney general, the question her office 
will try to resolve Is "What would be the 
best \v ay of dealing with actions that arc 
not fraud? Is It best to set in advance n 
code or better to handle alleged abuses 
on a cnso-by-cnse basis, bringing suit in 
court?" 


TUB LATTER method Is the only re- 


course consumers have at present. And, 
testimony indicated, people who arc hav- 
ing debt problems usually can't afford 
legal assistance for such a court battle. 


Collectors also mention the Federal 


Trade Commission guidelines for the In- 
dustry, n very specific and detailed set 
of prohibitions covering such familiar 
techniques as 
misrepresenting legal 


documents. However, these guidelines 
arc purely voluntary and do not carry 
the weight of law. 


An even weaker contention offered by 


Industry representatives at the hearings 
was that the collector's trade associ- 
ation, through its code of ethics, sets and 
enforces high standards of practice. 
However, under questioning by Mrs. El- 
dcn, the representatives conceded the as- 
sociation has no control over nonmcm- 
bcrs, and that no members have ever 
been expelled because of complaints of 
unethical practices. 


Although the Industry continues to de- 


fend these positions opposing any new 
regulation, It has at the same time hed- 
ged Itself on the legislative front. In 1071 
legislation was Introduced In Springfield 
to l i c e n s e and regulate collection 
agencies. The legislation was backed by 
the industry, which worked hard to moke 
it "something we could live with." 


AS A RESULT, according to Thomas 


Raleigh, supervisor of the consumer 
credit division of the Illinois Department 
of Financial Institutions, the bill was 
"badly worded." 


Raleigh and his staff arc now working 


on a new \ersion of the bill, which he 
plans to have introduced in the legisla- 
ture In April. 


Actually, Raleigh said, "many large 


(collection) companies favor regulation" 
because they "want to protect their repu- 


tation." Some of these companies, he 
said, already monitor their agents to 
guard against abusive techniques, a pro- 
vision that Raleigh wants In the bill. 


The legislation might also provide for 


collection agencies to be audited by state 
examiners, n point the Industry actively 
is fighting, Raleigh told The Herald. 


But such a system would eliminate any 


need for telephone monitoring, which 
Raleigh opposes except perhaps in cases 
of numerous complaints against one 
agency. 


ANOTHER provision particularly im- 


portant in Raleigh's estimation is regu- 
lation of creditors, which some other 
states have included in their collection 
laws. 


"Credit is too easy," Raleigh said, ad- 


ding that unscrupulous car dealers "can 
make more money by repossessing a 
car" repeatedly than by selling it to one 
person who is financially able to meet 
the payments. 


Others testifying at the hearings also 


had urged that creditors be held respon- 
sible for their credit-granting policies as 
well as for the tactics .employed by the 
collection agencies they hire. 


The bill Raleigh is working on, like the 


1971 bill, puts responsibility for regu- 
lation In the Department of Financial In- 
stitutions, a provision also endorsed by 
the industry. 


RALEIGH sold both he and Howard 


Kaufman, chief of the Consumer Fraud 
Division, "agree that the logical place 
(for the new authority) Is the Depart- 
ment of Financial Institutions." 


"If we have problems and we are un- 


successful in reprimanding a company 
administratively — and I hope the bill 
will give us this power — if we must go 
beyond that point, the attorney general 
would take the case to court," Raleigh 
predicted. The attorney general \vould 
also handle any criminal violations. 


The snag that brought about the de- 


mise of the 1971 bill — the home rule 
issue — is not expected to be a problem 
in 1974, and, according to Raleigh, Gov. 
Walker favors collection-agency legisla- 
tion.

Finding those chilling 
drafts can be tricky 


Tho furnace Is functioning perfectly, 


(he storm windows are up and 1 place 
and still there's a draft coming from 
somewhere. It's a nuisance and no 
amount of thermostat manipulating will 
change things. 


Finding the source of a draft Isn't as 


easy as It may seem. What you arc look- 
Ing for Is the cause of a sudden current 
of chilly air. 


A home that Is warm at the level of 


your head but Is cool around your feet 
doesn't result from drafts but poor heat 
circulation. Furnace and registers may 
need cleaning or the furnace may need 
regulating. 


MOST DRAFTS can be eliminated by 


Insulation and weatherstrlpplng. Outside 
walls, ceilings beneath unhcated attics, 
floors over porches and unhcated ga- 
rages ore the obvious areas that should 
be Insulated. Most of this must be done 
when tho house Is built. You can, how- 
ever, pour loose Insulation In the unfin- 
ished floor of an attic or fasten roll In- 
sulation to tho underside of a floor over 
an undented area. 


Weatherstrlpplng should form a seal 


around all doors and windows. 


What's left? Plenty. In fact, It's tho 


drafts from less obvious sources every 
winter that give you trouble since you 
aro likely to feel you have done all you 
can. 


You may feel silly, but hold up your 


hand and try to detect the air currents. 
Check all the windows. As the house set- 
tles the molding and the sill may sepa- 
rate. Look for a slight crack. Cover It by 
repositioning the molding under the sill 
and nailing It down. 


COI.D Allt MAY come from around 


the glass In the window where putty has 
cracked or crumbled. Remove the 
old putty and replace it. 


Double-hung windows that do not lock 


tightly will let In air. If tho lock doesn't 
fasten tightly shim up the movable part 
with washers where it Is screwed to the 
frame. 


Examine the molding between floor 


and wall. In time It may separate from 
tho baseboard. If It has, remove It care- 
fully, reposition it and nail It back. 


DRAFTS MAY come from around a 


fireplace since It Is on an outside or a 
garage wall. You may find the joint 
where the wall and fireplace meet has 
opened. Fill with a cement mix. If it is 
large, stuff with aluminum foil and then 
seal It with cement. 


Window and wall mounted air condi- 


tioners can admit air. Make sure the in- 
take and exhaust ducts are closed. Pro- 
vide the unit with a cover. The unit 
should be scaled all around. Use caulking 
to seal it.

Construction 
declines 50% 
in September 


Construction activity In the six-county 


metropolitan area of Chicago declined 
approximately 50 per cent in September 
from figures reported for the same 
month in 1972, according to the monthly 
Bell Federal Savings survey of building. 


According to that survey, the number 


of housing units (apartment-and single- 
family) for which permits were issued 
last month reached only 2,374 compared 
to the 4,775 reported in September, 1972. 


Single family homes declined 15 per 


cent (from 1.R75 to 1,537) and multiple 
permits decreased 71 per cent 
(from 


2,900 to 8.17) 


The sharpest decline was noted in sub- 


urban apartment activity where only f>94 
units were reported in September of this 
year while 2,382 were recorded in the 
same month last year. 


The combined total of permits issued 


for single family and apartment units in 
the first nine months of 1073 were 12 per 
cent lower than figures reported for the 
same period last year reaching only 
35,899 compared to 40,833 in 1972.

a "bottomlng-out" may have occurred In 
savings flows at associations In Septem- 
ber. This appears in the seasonally ad- 
justed annual rate of gain. 


"On tills basis," the Trends Report 


said, "savings at associations lost month 
grew by $5.9 billion. While this figure is 
low In the perspective of tho past three 
years, It represents an Improvement 
over August." 


According to the Trends Report, sav- 


ings continued to Improve moderately in 
the first two weeks of October. The im- 
provement in savings gains was attribut- 
ed to the increase in tho high-rate, four- 
year and largo $100,000 certificates, 
aided partially by a sharp drop in short 
term money market rates. 


Tho Trends Report cautioned that It is 


seeking a more positive turnaround in 
savings results before concluding that a 
new trend has been established. 


"Even if one has, it will be some 


months before any improvement reaches 
Into the mortgage market," tho Trends 
concluded.

ged tackling that several times made his 
victims slow to rise. 


Unlike the two platoon system em- 


ployed by Hersey, Elk Grove uses about 
six players going both ways besides 
Wcadlcy — Buerger, end and defensive 
guard; Larry Laspisa, end and safety; 
Dick Radzis, the third lettermnn at cen- 
ter and tackle; Tom Malinowski, line- 
backer and guard; Mike Brandt, wide re- 
ceiver and halfback; and Tom Roberts, 
defensive end and halfback. Their double 
duty helped carry Elk Grove this far. 


Getting back to the offense, Weadlcy 


and Goggin have combined rushing sta- 
tistics that are better than any two other 
backficld combinations in the league. 
Their 1,161 yards betters by 73 the Hor- 
sey duo of Jim Spicuzza and Mark 
Krause. 


Possibly overshadowed in the Grove 


backficld has been Jim Hammers. This 
senior quarterback ranks Hth on the 
MSL passing list with 190 yards. Despite 
this total, Hammers has been on target 
when It was most needed. 


Although lie had zero varsity experi- 


ence prior to this year. Hammers has 
performed well for Schnake. It's been 
hard In some ways because the position 
wni held by all-stater Jeff Stewart last 
year. Hammers' challenge as well as the 
entire team's probably was summed up 
by a Grenadier player alter the Schaum- 
burg game: 


"We weren't sure of ourselves. We 


didn't think we had as much talent as the 
kids before us did. We had to work real 
hard..." 


"We made a lot of mistakes early (in 


the season)," Schnake recalls. "We still 
make some. We've tried to correct and 
cut down. Over the course of a season, 
some of It hits home." 


But when did this team — picked to 


finish a distant second to Forest View 
because of heavy graduation losses — re- 
alize that it could play good, coach? 


"I think they've shown little signs of It 


all along. In the Wheeling game, they 
showed a little bit of moral fiber. We 
were down seriously (134) with the Wild- 
cats threatening for another score). 
When \vc came back, that showed a little 
sign of something. 


"All our games have been close and 


could have gone either way. There were 
points when It could have turned the oth- 
er way. But our kids believe. It's hard to 
look in their minds, but somewhere along 
the line they began believing. 


"I never know what to expect from 


them," continues Schnake. "We haven't 
been real consistent, but it's hard to be 
when you're not real skilled." 


The Grenadiers have been skilled 


enough to handle six of their eight oppo- 
nents. However, Hersey's tougher than 
any of their prior foes. The powerful 
Huskies will be heavily favored, but 
who's to say they're unbeatable. Just ask 
St. Viator, the only team to defeat Hor- 
sey.

"Tomorrow Is Today. Where Are 


Are We Going'" Ethel J Alpen- 
fcls. professor of educational an- 
thropology nt New York Univer- 
sity, posed that quest Ion at the 
52nd annual Illinois Home Econ- 
omics Association conference last 
week. 


Where are we going? According 


to Ethel Alpcnfcls, "Into a world 
you and I can't possibly under- 
stand, even the youngest of us." 


But. she added, "Tomorrow is to- 


day. There Is nothing here today 
that hasn't been true in the past 
Moral values never change, only 
cultural values change. The real is- 
sue is what's happening today." 


Dr Alpcnfcls cited marriage as 


an example: "Although the In- 
stitution 
of marriage may 
be 


changing, the family unit remains 
intact." She used the commune as 
a prime example of a different 
family-type arrangement but with 
(he same goals of educating and 
caring for children. 


"NO ANTHROPOLOGIST sees a 


true generation gap," she said. 
"The gap Is purely cultural." Re- 
flecting on a convention she attend- 


ed in Asia, Dr. Alpcnfels explained 
that her guide could pick out the 
Americans in the dinner crowd by 
the way they nte a piece of pie — 
always with the point of the wedge 
facing toward them. "Ethnic food 
habits and phonetic shifts arc two 
of the least changing parts of 
society," she added. 


Dr. Alpcnfcls referred to the 


American child who has fallen into 
the strict pattern of three meals a 
day by the age of 2 and the little 
girl wlw by kindergarten knows 
her goal Is to "catch a man" as 
examples of cultural influence. 


Ethel Alpcnfcls, a native of Den- 


ver, Colo did her post-graduate 
work at the University of Chicago 
before teaching and conducting 
field work among the American In- 
dians and in India and Austria on 
the racial origins of Europeans. 


Before going to New York Uni- 


versity she taught in the Virgin Is- 
lands, Mexico, Peru, the Scandina- 
vian countries, Austria and Japan 
She now serves as a consultant to 
the United States Civil Service, the 
President's Commission on the 
Status of Women and the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and 


Welfaie 


THE UNCHANGING moral value 


most deeply ingrained in people is, 
Dr Alpcnfcls believes, that "It is 
wrong to lessen the dignity of other 
human beings." 


And as a follow-up to that state- 


ment, Dr. Alpenfcls encouraged 
work for the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment. "It is more important that 
your sons, fathers, husbands and 
grandmothers understand the ERA 
movement than you," she said 


Following the keynote speech, a 


symposium entitled "Focus on the 
Fomllyy," featured Dr. Effie Ellis, 
special assistant to the executive 
vice president of the American 
Mcldcal Association; Dr. Robert 
Kcim, associate professor in home 
economics, Northern Illinois Uni- 
versity, DcKalb; and Gerald Knox, 
health and family life editor of Bet- 
ter Homes and Gardens magazine. 


Dr. Ellis, who played an active 


role In the White House Council on 
Children in 1D70, spoke on the qual- 
ity of life "Physicians are very 
concerned with the changes In the 
patterns of Illness," she said. "One 
out of two beds in American hospi- 
tals today Is taken by people with 


emotional illnesses." 


"THE QUALIFY of life of a baby 


starts at the conception of his par- 
ents," said Dr Ellis "We must 
work within a framework of mu- 
tual responsibility to focus on the 
environment." 


"The strength of the nation is 


compromised if its people are not 
happy and striving to do their 
best," she said. 


"The family Is where the child 


learns to feel, to care and to know 
the limits of behavior. What hap- 
pened between conception and ado- 
lescence has the most to da with 
how children later wilt cope with 
life," slw added 


Speaking on the functions of the 


family. Dr. Kclm described the 
study of the family as a theory in 
search of a name "The basic func- 
tional activities of the family apply 
to society, the family and Its sub- 
systems and the individuals in that 
family." he said. 


Dr Kcim pointed out the need 


for new ways to look at, serve and 
teach about the family. "We need 
answers to many questions. We 
must study and research the differ- 
ences between families that func- 


tion well and those that don't," he 
said 


Citing a recent survey by Better 


Homes and Gardens magazine, in 
which 330,000 questionnaires were 
returned, Gerald Knox gave an 
overview of what's happening to 
the American family in the eyes of 
the respondents. 


ACCORDING TO his statistics, 


people polled believe: The roles of 
t h e 
husband 
and 
wife 
have 


changed; America is still the best 
place to raise children, although it 
is more difficult today than 30 
years ago; most marriages are 
happy nnd love is the primary rea- 
son husbands and wives stay to- 
gether; thcie is too much emphasis 
on sex, however, it Is important 
because it makes possible better 
marriages The list goes on. 


In summing up the survey, Knox 


found that there Is not much resis- 
tance to change in the American 
family. 


The three-day conference, held at 


the Sheraton-Chicago and entitled 
"Together We Care," was attended 
by some 1,000 home economists 
and students from throughout Il- 
linois.

Lcvlnc wrote that "the ban on advertis-

burden also falls on low Income people. 


The ruling by Maryland's highest court 


declared that the ad ban violates the due 
process clause of the U.S. Constitution — 
a ruling which creates a strong prece- 
dent for the testing of similar laws in 
other states, including Illinois.

competition of large retail chains selling 
at discount prices. 


Pharmacists have also argued against 


advertising on grounds that it would en- 
courage excessive drug use and abuse 
and would reduce the druggists' ability 
to monitor drug use. But the Maryland 
court said that other existing state laws 
regulating the practice of medicine 
would be sufficient to prevent these 
things from happening. 


MEANWHILE, Sen. Nelson, who has 


been fighting high drug prices since 1967 
when his Senate subcommittee held hear- 
ings on drug safety, efficacy and adver- 
tising, will add fuel to the fire uith his 
omnibus reform bill. Hearings on that 
legislation began yesterday In the cham- 
bers of the Senate Health Subcommittee, 
chaired by Sen. Edward M. Kennedy. 


Among Sen. Nelson's findings in re- 


gard to drug pricing In the U.S. was tho 
following: 


Two of the most often prescribed drugs 


in the country, Ubrlum and Vallum, are 
sold by the manufacturer, Switzerland's 
Hoffman-La Roche, to British pharma- 
cists at about one-third the cost to 
American pharmacists. 


Yet an investigation by the British gov- 


crnment showed the company was mak- 
ing a 55 to 60 per cent profit on the drug 
at the prices charged in Britain. Tho 
British government has since ordered the 
company to reduce the prices of the two 
drugs by CD to 75 per cent.

The Potting Shed 


by Mary B. Good 


It was cranberry season and my signal 


to head out to the bogs and buy direct 
from the grower a supply for all my fall 
and hollcl.iy needs 


My friend, a cranberry grower who 


produces for Ocean Spray, says It has 
been a bonanza >car of the hardest. 


You know the berries arc plentiful 


uK-n the wild varieties abound, and I'\c 
found them this >car in the Wisconsin 
m.irshe*. 


And I \c learned this Important nature 


note I'd like to share with you: while 
jcj\cnsinn for cranberries or any kind 
of food or flow or out of jour element, 
learn IU habitat and you will be tible to 
find almost anything I'll base more to 
say on habitat next week. 


Titc habitat of cranberries is the bog. a 


•tunny open wet lajcr floating on ages-old 
pockets of water. The spongy soil sup- 
ports cranberries which grow wild on it. 
Underneath the acid-peat soil is sand. 
Kind cranberries where you see sphag- 
num moss, cedar. Icalhcrlcaf, sheep lau- 
rel plants growing. 


THE CKANUnitltY grower Is one of 


the more Interesting t>pcs of farmers. 
Ills "field" is a scries of long, narrow 
ditches which he uses to ward off frost 
and control Insects. 


Some of his cultural techniques as op- 


posed lo weeding and fertilizing ore: 
scalping a new bog (clearing of ferns 
.ircl roots), sanding an old one (to in- 
crease plant vigor). Just as in lawn care, 


the vines must be mowed to obtain cut- 
tings for propagation. Instead of cov- 
ering with soil for the winter as in rose 
protection, for example, the bog is 
flooded with water and preserved like a 
giant ice cube. With all of this, it takes 
three years to get the first berry. 


A visit to a cranberry bog is a real 


education and a peck at the delicate 
vines, which arc lovely in flower ar- 
rangements, make It worth such a trip. 


And if >ou should be lucky as to visit a 


bog during harvest time (early October) 
and bring home a supply of berries, 
here's a recipe that will help you dbpose 
of a few berries: 


GRANDMA'S QUICK 
CRANBERRY BREAD 


Cream 1/3 cup butter or margarine 


with 2/3 cup sugar until light. Add 2 
eggs, beating thoroughly after each addi- 
tion Prepare one cup coarsely-ground 
fresh cranberries. 


Sift together 2 cups sifted all-purpose 


flour, one teaspoon baking powder and h 
teaspoon each soda and salt. Add in 
thirds alternately with '4 cup buttermilk. 


Beat thoroughly. Stir in ground cran- 


berries and '2 cup chopped pecans or 
walnuts. Spread In a 9 by 5 incli loaf pan, 
whicli has b«cn greased, foil-lined and 
again greased. 


Bako at 330 degree.1; for one hour. 


Serve with cream cheese or butter. 
Makes one loaf.

Many need a 'psychological' vacation 


(Thlt column U presented by ForcU 


Ihnpllnl In DM Plnlncs, n (utly accrr- 
illicit lOJ-hrd psychiatric limplliil widely 
known for Its InlcnslM- programs In piy- 
clilalrlc trrulnicnl. rcirnrch, education 
anil cnmnumlly service.) 


"Many people want ami need n psy- 


chological vacation — which is not the 
same as a geographic vacation," accord- 
ing to Dr. Eugene Trogcr, staff psy- 
chiatrist at Forest Hospital, "so they of- 
ten turn to the psychiatric hospital where 
they can rest therapeutically." 


Dr. Tragcr believes people arc hospi- 


talized in a psychiatric community for 
many reasons. "Most of the stock rea- 
MM arc because they have nervous 
breakdowns or because they're sick. 
Sometimes people have upsets where 
they're out of touch with reality or they 
have nervous upsets and they don't know 
what to do about them. 


"They're more or less amenable for 


coming to the psychiatric hospital. But 
there arc other reasons for psychiatric 
ItospltaHzallon which arc less commonly 
thought of." 


ONE OF THESE reasons, Dr. Tragcr 


thinks, Is that a person consciously or 
unconsciously wants a vacation from the 
unpleasant emotional experiences they're 
having. 


"Suppose a mother with young chil- 


dren is meeting with continuous daily 
stresses. She needs a rest from this dally 
grind. But she has n certain uneasiness 
with leaving her children with a baby- 
sitter while she goes off on a vacation. 
Good babysitters arc after all hard to 
come by and in our mobile society 
grandparents are not easily available. 


"Anyway this woman Is overwhelmed 


with her problems and sho needs a vaca- 
tion but she can't take the children. If 
she docs It Isn't really a vacation for her. 
So the one thing she can do to legitimize 
a rest, both to herself and to people 
around her, is to get sick and go to the 
hospital. 


"Many times," Dr. Trager continued, 


"a woman becomes physically sick with 
one thing or another. She must go Into 
the hospital. She then remarks jokingly 
'well this Is my vacation.' This indicates 
in a sense that she's in n psychological 
prison. She can't break away because of 
internal feelings more than anything else 
— that is feelings about leaving her chil- 
dren or her husband. Tills then becomes 
the only kind of vacation she can take. 


But in order to take it she must justify it 
to herself and others. 


"FOR THE PSYCHOLOGICAL vaca- 


tion she has to become depressed and 
anxious and then develop the symptoms 
of these states. Being overwhelmed isn't 
enough. A person must develop recogniz- 
able symptoms in order to gain entrance 
into the hospital. Then there can bo a 
break from routine existence and tur- 
moil. There's enough time to give the 
mind and body a rest before the dis- 
charge and return to home. 


"The person is cither never then again 


admitted to the hospital or two or three 
years later she returns with a diagnosed 
anxiety neurosis or a. depression neur- 
osis." 


Dr. Tragcr added it Is more likely that 


a woman will become n psychiatric 
patient thereby taking a psychological 
vacation. "That's because women in our 
society arc expected to be emotional. 
Men arc not. Also it Is economically 
more feasible for the woman to be hospi- 
talized since she is generally not the 
breadwinner of the family."

A — VA pensions (not compensation) 


arc based on need. If at age 65 a single* 
veteran's Income docs not exceed $2,600 
a year, or $.1,800 for a veteran with de- 
pendents, a pension may be granted. 


Q — The Veterans Administration 


flopped approving GI home loans In 
July. Why. and when will these loans be 
available again? 


A — VA temporarily withheld final ap- 


proval of loans because Congress re- 
cessed June 30 without extending the. 
agency's authority to set interest rates, 
causing the rate to revert to 6 per cent. 
Approval of loans was resumed July 26, 
1073, when PL 03-75 extended this author- 
ity (current rate 7.73 per cent).

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Miraculous—sometimes 
Medicine scores a first with successful 


blood 'ivashout' of hepatitis victim 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Air Force Sgt. 


Tor OKcn lay on the operating table a 
year and a half ago with no pulse, no 
heartbeat, no brnln waves — and no 
blood In his body, just saline solution. 


"I guess you could say I was dead," 


Olscn said tn an Interview, looking tan- 
ned and (It In his Air Force blues. "Now 
I feel great." 


Olien. 23, was a victim of viral hepa- 


titis and In a stage (our coma — the one 
Hint precedes death — on March 31, 
197.'. \vlicn doctors at Wllford Hall Air 
Force Medical Center In San Antonio, 
Te.x.. decided to try a total "washout" o( 
hi* blood supply. His own blood was 
pumped (rom his body, replaced first by 
a »alt solution, then by donor blood. 


"I was the third one on whom it was 


tried and the lirst to survive," Olscn 
said. "The same procedure has since 
been performed successfully on others, 
Including 14 at Wltford Hall. 


OLSEN'S STOIIY began In Fcbniary, 


IU72. Until then he had been a normally 
healthy young man uhosc experience 
with doctors was limited to "a sprained 
ankle and things like that." 


"Then suddenly I was having joint 


pains, back pains, pains In the elbows, 
knees, fingers. 


"I was a typist then at McConncl Air 


Force Base outside Wichita, Kans. 1 had 
blood tests taken at tlio hospital there 
and they diagnosed It as hepatitis and 
gn\o me bed rest and things. I didn't 
eu'ti feel sick. 


"My records showed I was doing pret- 


ty «cll. All of a sudden I started deterio- 
rating, the blood tests were really getting 
bad. 


"Then I started hallucinating. It's llko 


having your eyes open and looking Into a 
kaleidoscope. 


"Alter that, as far as I know, I just fell 


asleep but actually it was a coma." 


MARCH 28 Olscn was airlifted to Wll- 


ford Hall. During the "Medcvac" medi- 
cal evacuation flight his condition de- 
teriorated. He was only slightly respon- 
si\o to pain. His pupils were fixed and 
sllated and didn't react to light. By the 
time the jet landed, he was In stage-four 
coma. 


Olson failed to respond to conventional 


treatment and finally, on Mrch 31, Air 
Force doctor Col. Gerald Klcbano(f de- 
cided to attempt the "washout" or blood- 
less pcrfuslon. 


Doctors at Wllford Hall had been re- 


searching the procedure since 1967, but 
with regard to humans, the score was 
two attempts, two deaths. 


A heart-lung machine was used to 


pump the blood from the comatose 
patient's veins, while the saline solution 
was pumped into the artery. 


nOTII OLSEN'S body and the solution 
wore cooled so that the patient's body 
temperature was reduced to 83 degrees 
to minimize the body's — and the brain's 
— need (or oxygen. 


"When the salt solution came out 


clear, Indicating no blood cells In my 
body, they closed up one end and gave 
me new blood," Olscn said. "For a peri- 
od of about ten minutes I had no heart 
beat, no pulse, no brain waves. I was In 
suspended animation." 


The washout treatment was used to re- 


move the patient's blood and remove the 
toxins his damaged liver could not filter 
from his blood stream. It gives the liver 
n breathing spell In which It can begin 
regenerating Itself, something which the 
liver Is particularly good at. 


"I started to come out of It late the 


next day, n Saturday, but I was still very 
con(uscd, I didn't understand," Olscn re- 
called. 


"They had to explain It to me. I didn't 


believe It at first, It sounded too far- 
fetched, too far out. 


"But then after a while I did believe it 


and then I was scared, really scared. I 
realized what I'd been through and that 
nobody else had made It so far. I was 
afraid I wasn't going to make It." 


OLSEN'S recovery to full strength was 


slow but steady. He Is back on active 
service at Westover Air Force Base near 
Springfield, Mass,, where he hopes to 
settle some day. 


"I can do anything I want now," Olsen 


said. "I'm not on any kind of diet, al- 
though I shouldn't really drink excessive 
amounts of alcohol. I can have a beer or 
two. 


"Being on the religious side," he sold, 


"my parents thank God and, of course, I 
do, too. I feel He had a part In there 
somewhere.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - More than 


two-thirds of 36 patients treated with 
acupuncture for rheumatoid arthritis ex- 
perienced pain relief, reduced swelling of 
joints and less tenderness, a study pre- 
sented tills week to a National Institute 
of Health workshop showed. 


The study was conducted by Drs. Ar- 


nold Benson, medical director, 
and 


Ralph Coan, staff physician, at the Acu- 
puncture Center In Washington, which 
has been in operation since December, 
1972. 


The figures were presented at a meet- 


ing at which N1H participation in scien- 
tific studies of acupuncture, the ancient 
Chinese practice of healing with needles, 
was discussed. 


Benson and Coan carried out follow-up 


Interviews with 64 patients treated for 
rheumatoid arthritis during the first six 
weeks of their clinic's operation here. Af- 
ter three months, they were able to con- 
tact 56 patients, of whom 36 had been 
given five or more acupuncture treat- 
ments. 


OF THE 38.25 patients, or 69 per cent, 


reported improvement, they said, in- 
cluding less need for pain killing drugs 
and in some cases, reduction of the 


nodules which occur on the arthritis suf- 
ferer's joints. 


The Benson-Coan study also showed 


that only five of 19 patients, or 16 per 
cent, who had undergone fewer than five 
treatments, reported improvement after 
three months. 


A six-month second follow-up showed 


continued improvement by 16 of 27 
patients from the original group, Coan 
said in an Interview after the NIH work- 
shop. 


The average age of the patients in the 


study was 55, and they had been suffer- 
ing from rheumatoid arthritis for an av- 
erage of 11.5 years. The patients under- 
went as many as 24 treatments, with an 
average of 6.6 treatments. 


The clinic was the first to open in 


Washington under a District of Columbia 
ruling that acupuncture could be prac- 
ticed by Chinese practitioners under the 
supervision of a licensed physician. Five 
Chinese practice at the center, one of 
three in the city. 


Benson and Coan said their certcr also 


treats nerve deafness, but that these 
patients showed an average of only 10 
per cent improvement with 10 to 12 treat- 
ments. 


Unique eye operation causes frustrating 


'noiv-you-see, noiv-you-don'f existence 


ARLINGTON, Tex. (UPI) — Ron Mllll- 


man measures his life not In days and 
nights but in darkness and light. Some- 
times ho is blind and sometimes he can 
sec. 


Mllllmnn, 29, is a marketing professor 


at the University of Texas at Arlington 
and could sec until he was 17. Illness 
blinded him for the next 12 years, but in 
that time he married, fathered two sons 
and worked through college and gradu- 
ate school to a doctorate. 


The darkness ended last April, the re- 


sult of a delicate plastic Implant to his 
right eye, the only cyo he has left. But 
the, operation has not been a complete 
success. 


His body reacts to the plastic device 


and his sight comes and goes with each 
correcting operation. Total blindness has 
become a frustrating game of now-you- 
see, now-you don't. 


"I could see for five weeks after they 


opened it," he said. 


"Then I was out one Saturday after- 


noon playing with a Frisbee with my 
brother and a couple of the kids and I 
came In to change my shoes. I looked 
down and I couldn't see my shoes any- 
more. 


"I COULD SEE most of the time 


through the summer up until a few 
weeks ago. 


Modern 'miracle drug9 can 


be black magic potion 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — Amphcta- 


mines were developed for relief of acute 
Bfthmatlc attack and were never meant 
to be abused as they are today, accord- 
ing to Dr. Chaunccy D. Lcakc, former 
head of the University of California's 
pharmacology laboratory. 


Loako said the discovery of ampheta- 


mines by chemist Gordon Allcs In 1932 
was of great value to medicine although 
the "speed freaks" of the 1960s brought 
massive abuse and black marketing of 
the drug. 


Allcs, who died in 1963, "never In- 


tended the drug to be Injected," said 
Lcakc. "He was fully aware of its pow- 
erful stimulating effect on the central 
nervous system to the point of hallucina- 
tion and psychosis If the dosage was too 
largo. He never dreamed the drug would 
bo abused." 


Early experiments wtlh amphetamines 


was done with laboratory animals and 
"on ourselves," said Leoko, who Is now a 
senior lecturer in history of the health 
sciences and pharmacology. 


UK SAID TUB amphetamines brought 


asthma relief and were found "to prolong 
wakcfulness, to Increase alertness and 
generally to stimulate the central ner- 
vous system." 


During World War II, Lcakc said, ho 


recommended the use. of the drug by 
aviators, but no official sanction was 
granted. However, he said, ampheta- 
mines were widely used by Japanese, 
German Panzer troops and by the Eng- 
lish. Americans bootlegged the pills from 
B rllthtroops, he said, adding that at 
war's end, large amounts of the drug 
\\ore dumped on the open market. 


First indications that the drug was sub- 


ject to abuse came during tests done on 
young Japanese men who took pills and 
"moonlighted" to earn money, said 
Lcakc. Many of them suffered from psy- 
choses. 


In the 1960s, the youth culture took the 


drug In extremes, often injecting mas- 
sive doses into their veins, he sold. Such 
abuse was deplorable, said Leoke, but he 
believes recent curtailment by the Fed- 
eral Drug Administration of the legally 
prescribed use of amphetamines was un- 
justified. 


"They are valuable drugs when prop- 


erly administrated," said Leake. "In ad- 
dition to helping the asthma sufferer, 
they relieve fatigue, combat sleepiness 
and depression, and aid In the treatment 
of obesity." 


"Over a period of 12 years the brain 


does some funny things on you. It has the 
ability to make things look the way you 
want them to look." 


During the darkness Milllman's own 


appearance had changed, Small and with 
a mottled dark complexion, he found he 
was not the prettiest human alive. He 
also found he could not even comb his 
hair correctly. His stylo had changed In 
12 years and he had never seen it. 


"Finally, I practically had to shut my 


eyes and comb my hair, not looking in 
the mirror or anything and then look to 
learn, to rclcarn what I'm supposed to 
look like now. 


"I went berserk going into stores be-

"It was pretty obvious It was a never 


ending battle and a losing battle," ho 
said. "We weren't gaining any ground at 
all. Something had to be done." 


It was decided to try grafting new tis- 


sue Into the eye In hopes that It would 
not grow over the eye. Doctors will know 
In a month or two whether It works. 
There Is only a 25 per cent chance It will 
and if it does not, there is yet another 
alternative. 


"THE ULTIMATE possible solution, I 


don't like at all," Milliman said. "It is 
going to be an Interesting decision. If 
this doesn't work the ultimate possible 
solution is to simply close the eye and 
surgically put a hole — and I don't even 
like the sound of it — put a hole through 
the lid. I perceive myself looking strange 
enough as it is without that kind of prob- 
lem."

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Uniform labeling 
standards for 
pork products 


Standard meat nomenclature is the name of a new labeling system designed lo 


eliminate confusion when buying pork cuts. This uniform labeling systems affords an 
accurate anatomical name for all meat cuts. The names reflect meat identification 
standards established by a committee spearheaded by the National Live Stock & Meat 
Board 


This new system is simple First on every label appears the kind of meat, such as — 


Pork. Following this on the same line is the primal (wholesale) cut, such as — Loin. 
This second word tells where the meat comes from on the animal. The standard name 
of the retail cut, such as — Blade Chops, is printed on the next line. This tells what parr 
of the primal cut the specific retail cut of meat comes from; in this case the first five to 
seven ribs of the loin 


The retailer is at liberty to include his own "fanciful" name for a cut on the new 


label, but only if the correct standard identification appears on the regular label. 


For example, the new label reading Smoked Pork Shoulder Roll also could include 


one of the various "fanciful" or incomplete names it has been called, such as Cottage 
Butt, Smoked Shoulder Butt, Smoked Pork Shoulder or shoulder Roll. 


Pork has some identification problems uniquely its own. There is the matter of the 


same pork cuts being available both fresh and smoked About 35 per cent is sold fresh 
and the remaining 65 per cent is cured by various methods or used in manufactured 
meat products. 


Basically we can think of pork as shoulder, loin and leg. These three primal cuts 


make up over 54 per cent of the total carcass. The remaining 46 per cent of the carcass 
is side which yields bacon, sparenbs and sausage trimmings and miscellaneous items. 


The fresh pork shoulder is cut into blade and arm halves — the pork shoulder 


Boston style and pork shoulder picnic respectively. The pork shoulder can be pro- 
cessed, curred and smoked The upper part of the shoulder (referred to as Boston or 
blade) is often boned and sold as a smoked pork shoulder roll. The fresh pork 
shoulder provides roasts, steaks (arm and blade) and miscellaneous items such as pork 
cubes 


The wholesale leg also provides many retail cuts — both smoked and fresh. The 


familiar butt half or butt portion of a smoked ham is named rump half or rump 
portion in the new nomenclature system, while the shank retains its name. There are 
also smoked ham center roasts, center slices and cubes for kabobs. 


Several pork cuts are identified be- 


low with their accurate label name. Ap-

Using plain brown paper sacks for 


roasting Is one of the oldest methods. An- 
toine's at New Orleans has made almost 
a household word of 'pompano en papll- 
lottc" which Is nothing more than a good 
fish prepared in an oiled brown bag. 


So. as you plan to cook the Thanksgiv- 


ing turkey, I suggest this simple method 
for producing a tender bird which will be 
easy to slice. After washing and drying 
turkey, rub thoroughly with peanut oil, 
salt, pepper and paprika Inside and out, 
then place in a brown (plain) grocery 
bag. 


Close the open end with one or two 


folds then fasten securely with a stapler, 
with paper clips or other closures.

Keeping ham safe for consumption 


Choosing a ham to fit your taste and 


budget Isn't always easy. 


Out once you've made your decision 


and the ham is in your grocery cart, 
maintaining Its wholcsomcness is up 
to you. Ham, like all meat, naturally 
contains certain bacteria. Keeping It safe 
to cat means: 


Storing it properly, 
Cooking It thoroughly, and 
Handling leftovers with care. 
With Iho exception of small (l'i-3 


pound) canned 1mm. (not labeled "Per- 
ishable, keep under Refrigeration"), and 
dry cured ham — such as country style, 
and Smithflcld — alt ham must be refrig- 
erated before cooking. 


For best quality, a cured whole ham 


should be kept In the refrigerator no 
longer than seven days. Any cured ham 
cuts smaller than a whole ham will keep 
In the refrigerator safely for three to five 
days. Unopened canned hams labeled 
"Perishable — keep under refrigeration" 
can be kept In the refrigerator up to six 
months ulthout loss of quality. 


Freezing Is not recommended as a rou- 


tine procedure for cured hams because 
of possible changes in flavor and texture. 
When necessary, cured hams may be fro- 
zen one to two months If wrapped close- 
ly, sealed tightly in moisture-resistant 
wrap and stored at 0 degrees or lower. 


In the prcparatiion and cooking of 


hams, proper sanitation is essential. Im- 
proper sanitation and handling can cause 
bacteria to grow rapidly and may result 
In food poisoning. With hams, the culprit 
Is staphlococcus or "staph." 


According to 1971 statistics on food- 


borne Illness, ham was the meat most 
often Involved in cases of staph food poi- 
soning. The staph organisms involved in 
these illnesses usually came from hu- 
mans. 


IN FACT. STAPH grow In large num- 


bers in your nose, your throat and in skin 
Infections such as pimples, cuts and 
boils. They arc also found in the air and 
on your clothing. By themselves, they do 
not harm you. 


The problem Is that under certain com- 


binations of temperature, time and mois- 
ture, staph organisms can produce a tox-

Selection of a cooking method for pork 


depends primarily on the cut. Generally, 
thick cuts of meat arc roasted, braised 
or simmered; thin cuts arc panfried or 
braised. Only thin cuts of cured pork are 
recommended for broiling.

(picnic), sparcrlbs and Canadian bacon 
arc Included in the cuts that may be 
ro.istcd. 


Hoasllng is cooking in heated air — 


usually in im oven — without added liq- 
uid, uncou-rcd. 


Folloulng is the recommended proce- 


dure for roasting: Preheat oven to 325 
degrees. Place the roast with fat side up 
on a rack In a shallow roasting pan. Ham 
halves or quarters should be roasted cut 
side down. It Is not necessary to remove 
rind from ham before roasting for it is 
cosier to remove when the meat is hot. 


Insert a meat thermometer into the 


roast so that tip Is in center but not 
touching bone or fat. 


Roast uncovered, without added liquid, 


until meat thermometer registers appro- 
priate internal temperature. If you do 
not have a meat thermometer, check a 
timetable for roasting pork which can be 
found in most basic cookbooks. 


THIN SLICES OF ham or bacon may 


be broiled — a method that uses direct 
heat from a flame, electric unit or glow- 
Ing coals. Most broilers cook on one side 
at a time. 


To broil, adjust the broiler rack so that 


for thicker ham slices it will be farther 
from the heat source. Slash fat around 
edges of ham slices to prevent curling. 
Srparatc bacon slices before broiling. 


Place meat on cold broiler grid and 


broil until top side of meat la browned, 


about half the total cooking time. Turn 
and brown the other side. 


Bacon slices will need about four or 


five minutes total cooking time. A one- 
inch thick fully cooked ham slice will 
take about 10 minutes. 


Thin chops and steaks, one-inch thick 


or less, arc suitable for panfrylng. 


Slash fat around edge of meat to pre- 


vent curling. Put a small amount of fat 
in a frypan and preheat over moderate 
heat. Add meat and cook slowly, turning 
occasionally as necessary to brown both 
sides. Remove meat from pan; drain. 
Meat may be seasoned before serving. 
The total time for one-inch chops or 
steaks will be about 25 to 30 minutes. 


BIIAISING 
IS cooking in steam, 


trapped and held in a covered container 
or foil wrap. This method is suitable for 
chops, steaks and sparerlbs. The source 
of steam may be from juices in the 
meat, or a small amount of other liquid 
may be added. 


To braise, brown meat slowly on all 


sides In a heavy pan with a small 
amount of fat. Remove tlte excess fat; 
season meat. Add a small amount of liq- 
uid, If necessary, to prevent over-brown- 
ing. Cover pan tightly and cook slowly 
over low heat in a 350-dcgrcc oven until 
tender. 


Simmering Is recommended for less 


tender cuts and "country-style" cured 
pork. This method cooks the meat in liq- 
uid just below the boiling point. 


Simmering is done by placing meat in 


a large pot and adding enough water to 
cover the meat along with the desired 
seasonings. Cover the pot and simmer 
over low heat until the meat is tender. 


In that Is extremely Irritating to the di- 
gestive tract. Unfortunately, you can't 
tell it is there since the toxin produces no 
obvious odors and docs not change the 
appearance or taste of the food. 


If ham Is contaminated with the toxin, 


staph food poisoning may result within 
two to four hours after (lie meat. 


Staph food poisoning is rarely fatal. Its 


symptoms arc nausea, vomiting, abdomi- 
nal cramps and diarrhea. Because these 
symptoms usually vanish within 24-28 
hours, it is often mistaken for the "24- 
hour flu." 


Good sanitation and personal hygiene 


practices can go a long way toward pre- 
venting staph food poisoning. First, be 
sure your hands arc clean when handling 
food. Never use your hands to mix food 
when clean, sanitized utensils arc avail- 
able. And always wash your hands and 
the utensils after handling raw food. 


If you have a cut or skin irritation on 


your hands, wear plastic gloves when 
preparing 1mm. Keep hands away from 
mouth, nose, hair and skin infections as 
you work with food. 


Since staph germs live in the nose and 


throat, cover your coughs and sneezes 
with a tissue. Don't let yourself be a 
source of contamination. 


Use a clean utensil to taste food, not 


the used stirring spoon and not your fin- 
gers. Avoid licking fingers or eating 
while preparing food. 


Scrub kitchen equipment and surfaces 


well to prevent cross-contamination. 
That means do not use the same cutting 
board or knife for the cooked ham that 
you used for raw meat without thorough- 
ly washing it first. 


WHEN IT COMES to cooking ham, 


there arc tlirce temperatures to remem- 
ber, depending on the kind of ham you 
select: 


If the ham is a canned or fully-cooked 


type, It may be eaten cold without any 
kind of advance preparation. Or, if you 
prefer it warm, heat it to an internal 
temperature of 140 degrees. 


If the ham is the cook-bcfore-cating 


kind, simmer or bake it to an internal 
temperature of 160 degrees. 


But If you arc cooking shoulder cuts of 


pork like cured picnics or shoulder butts, 
heat them to an internal temperature of 
170 degrees. Fresh ham, an uncurcd 
product, should be treated like fresh pork 
and heated to 170 degrees internal tem- 
perature, too. 


Once the ham has been cooked and 


you're ready to slice it, use a clean knife. 
Unsanitary utensils can be loaded with 
staph germs, so don't pick up the same 
knife you used to trim the ham without 
washing it first. 


Once the meal is over, refrigerate ham 


immediately. Never leave it at room 
temperature for long. Staph germs multi- 
ply rapidly at temperatures between 45- 
115 degrees. A good rule of thumb is: 
keep hot foods hot (140 degrees or above) 
and cold foods cold (40 degrees or be- 
low). 


Chill leftovers as rapidly as possible to 


prevent staph growth during cooling. 
Leftovers often arc responsible for food- 
borne Illness, possibly because many 
people think that cooking food kills bac- 
teria for good. This is not always true. 


Scallop potatoes with pork chops 


Casseroles continue to be much of a 


fmorltc ns ever. There's on case of prep- 
aration, nerving and keeping-hot feature 
to casserole cookery that's difficult to du- 
plicate. 


Though casseroles arc 
sometimes 


thought of as catch-alls for a novel as- 
sortment of leftovers, they aren't. Start 
ullli fresh, canned or frozen foods and 
just sec how delightful they can really 
be. 


Doci the family like scalloped po- 


tatoes? They can be baked In a casserole 
with pork chops, giving an hour and a 
half of carefree cooking time to a home- 
maker busy with ironing, gardcring or 
mending. Advance preparation Is not ox- 
Icnilve since milk-thinned mushroom 
soup goes over both chops and potatdis. 
Coriander supplies an Interesting flavor 
accent. 


What about turning ground beef, frozen 


mixed vegetables and mushroom soup 
into an oriental-style casserole? It's eas- 
ily done with soy sauce and Chinese 
noodles, and good enough for a buffet 
supper, too! 


Either of these casseroles may be 


served with a chilled vegetable salad or 
a molded fruit one, hot biscuits with 
hunoybuttcr and an ice cream cake.

Refrigerate leftover ham in small con- 


tainers since food in small containers 
cools more rapidly. Be sure there is a 
free flow of cool air around the contain- 
ers in the refrigerator. Don't crowd them 
and don't pile them on top of one anoth- 
er. Use leftover ham that has been re- 
frigerated within two days. 


Remember always that ham Is a per- 


ishable product. If you have any reason 
to suspect leftover ham, throw it out. 
Staph toxin cannot be baked or boiled 
away. That makes it essential to handle 
food properly before, as well as after, 
cooking. 


Subtle spicing 
for best flavor 


A little pinch of this and a dash of that 


can add a "something special" flavor to 
the most everyday type of meal. 


But the real key, according to Ethel 


Diedrlchscn, foods specialist at the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska, is knowing how to 
use spices and herbs. And the main rule 
is to use them sparingly. 


One rule of thumb is to add one-fourth 


teaspoon herbs or spice to four servings 
of food or to two cups of sauce or to one 
pound of meat. About one-fourth tea- 
spoon dried herbs is equivalent to one 
tablespoon fresh herbs. 


Miss Diedrlchson said whole spices 


arc best in slow-cooking dishes like stew. 
She said they should be added at the be- 
ginning so the long simmering can ex- 
tract their full flavor and aroma. The 
flavor of seeds like poppy and sesame Is 
enhanced by toasting before being used. 


A few special care rules should be fol- 


lowed to get the best flavor and aroma 
from spices. 


First of all, she suggested beeping 


spices in a cool, clean dry place to pre- 
vent evaporation of oils and flavor. An- 
other suggestion: Keep spice containers 
tightly closed after every use. 


She ssaid herbs tend to lose flavor a 


little faster than spices. 


Ground spices should be used up and 


replenished within a year's time for 
maximum flavor, she said, but whole 
spices keep their flavor almost in- 
definitely and may be purchased in larg- 
er amounts. 


The one key point to remember, Miss 


Diedriechsen said, is that spices should 
speak softly, complementing rather than 
dominating a certain food dish.

One of the best ways to control how much money you 


spend when shopping for food is to go to a supermarket 
with a prepared list. Stick to this list. If there are 
specials, make a note of them. Go home and decide 
whether they fit into your family's meal schedule for the 
coming week. If they do, then buy the money-saving 
offerings. You lose money when buying food on 
"specials" that the family really doesn't like and won't 
eat. Also, leave small children at home when grocery 
shopping. If the man in the family does the shopping send 
a list with him. Men who do not shop regularly for food for 
a family tend to buy impulse items and can spend double 
or triple the allotted amount.

Here arc some tips from the U.S. De- 


partment of Agriculture's (USDA) Con- 
sumer and M.irkctlng Service that may 
help you In buying hams: 


A ham, whether it Li fresh or smoked 


and cured, means the meat from the up- 
per part of the hind leg of a hog. Often 
other pork products arc called hams, like 
picnic ham. hut they arc from the front 
shoulder of the hog and arc not a true 
ham 


"Country" ham or "Country-Style" 


hnm are processed by using n dry cure, 
slow smoking and long drying process, 
as was done In the c.irly days of this 
country. A dry mixture of curing In- 
grcdicnti Is rublx.il onto the hnm. In the 
smoking and drying process about 05 per 
cent of the original moisture Is lost, pro- 
ducing a firm textured ham with real 
"ham" 
flavor. These hams always re- 


quire cooking before eating and arc la- 
beled Smithflcld, Tennessee, Georgia, 
Virginia, etc. to indicate the geogra- 
phical area ulicro they were produced. 
Hams produced In the same manner in 
other areas must be labeled "Virginia- 
Style" or "Country-Style." 


Hums arc labeled as "smoked" and/or 


"fully-cooked" depending on how long 
they stay in the smokehouse (which 
cooks and smokes at the same lime), 
flatus stay in the smokehouse from 16-24 
hours depending on their size and their 
labeling. Smoked hams arc healed to the 
Internal temperature of 140 degrees, 
which Is sufficient to Insure complete 
protection against the danger of trichi- 
nosis. However, they still need additional 
cooking before serving. Fully-cooked 
hams nrc heated to an Internal tempera- 
ture of 140 degrees which Is sufficient to 
cook the ham so It requires no additional 
heating before serving, although you 
may want la serve It hot. 


IN CUIllNO A HAM. a liquid curing 


mixture Is Injected Into the fresh ham. 
Accurate records arc kept on the fresh 
weight, the amount of curing mixture In- 
jected ami the length of time and Inter- 
not temperature while in the smoke- 
house, and Iho finished weight. Accord- 
Ing to tlSDA meat Inspection regulations, 


A well planned casserole can be a cu- 


linary triumph to any liomemakcr. This 
Penny-Wise Pork Casserole which layers 
fine noodles, well seasoned ground pork 
and a duo of cheeses, Cheddar and 
Provolonc, is n dish that both guests and 
family will really enjoy. 


Like most casseroles, this one's easily 


prepared by cooking fine egg noodles to 
tenderness as the base for the dish. 
Ground pork Is also cooked, just long 
enough to lose Its pink cost, then season- 
ed with Its favorite aromatic herb, sage. 


The dish Is called penny-wise because 


two pounds of pork arc stretched to yield 
12 servings. A single serving supplies 
26.4B grams of protein (dally require- 
ments \ary from 50 to 75 grams, depend- 
ing upon sex and age, whether a teen- 
ager or adult). It is also rich in other 
nutrients, namely calcium, vitamin A 
and the B vitamins. 


One of the features about casseroles 


which endears them to homcmakcrs Is 
that they may bo prepared In advance. 
Penny-Wise Pork Casserole Is no ex- 
ception. Prepare in the morning, If desir- 
ed, then refrigerate until an hour or so 
before the meal. Broccoli and butter sau- 
tccd red apple rings make color matched 
menu mates for tins entree.

to be labeled "ham" the ham must 
he shrunk to Its fresh weight before the 
curing solution was injected. If they fall 
to come down to the original weight, 
USDA Inspectors return the hams to the 
smokehouse for further processing or 
they must be clearly labeled "Ham — 
water Added " If the added moisture Is 
more than ten per cent, they are labeled 
"Imitation Ham." A label strip with this 
Informjtlon on it, runs the length of the 
ham, so consumers can see what they 
arc buying. 


Hams arc often sold whole; as butt 


halves of shank halves. The butt half Is 
the upper, meatier part; the shank half 
is the lower, pointed part and has a low- 
er proportion of meat to bone. Often 
butchers may cut n few of the "cen- 
ter" slices from the halves. Then tho 
parts are labeled "bull end or portion" 
or "shank end or portion" or "rump por- 
tion." 


If hams at the retail meat counter arc 


not labeled as fully cooked or ready-to- 
cat, you should automatically assume 
that they must be cooked In the home 
before eating 


All canned hams arc fully cooked but 


they're all not fully processed to the 
point that they can be stored at room 
temperature. Canned hams libeled "Per- 
ishable — keep under refrigeration" 
must be refrigerated before opening. 
Naturally, all canned hams must bo re- 
frigerated after being opened.

World War H, President Nixon Wednes- 
day night proposed reducing highway 
speed limits, lowering thermostats and 
— If the fuel squeeze worsens — the first 
gasoline rationing since the IWOs. 


"The fuel crisis need not mean genuine 


suffering for any American," Nixon told 
the nation on radio arc! television from 
his White Home office, "but It will re- 
quire some sacrifice by all Americans." 


He said he had ordered 
federal 


tiRcncIci la draw up contingency plans 
for rationing of gasoline and home heat- 


ing oil If the situation gets worse, but 
stressed It was a distant resort. 


Some of the President's proposals 


would require approval of Congress, 
which Is on the verge of authorizing im- 
mediate construction of a trans-Alaskan 
oil pipeline to help meet future U.S. 
needs. A House-Senate Conference com- 
mittee cleared the bill Wednesday, and 
final House action Is expected next week. 


Nixon said that the sharp cutback in 


oil supplies from Arab producers in the 
Middle East had made the energy short- 
age more severe. To case expected short- 
ages this winter, he announced a sweep- 


ing program of emergency belt-tight- 
ening meas'Tos. The President: 


• Ordered temporary variances In fed- 


eral clean air and water standards to 
permit wider use of coal, which Is In 
plentiful supply. 


• Issued regulations forbidding utili- 


ties and industries to switch from coals 
to other fuels, such as oil or natural gas. 


• Pinpointed 48 power plants which 


could, if necessary, convert to coal with- 
in 60 days. 


• Directed The Federal Aviation Ad- 


ministration to work with airlines on re-

Nixon: won't quit 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Nixon said Wednesday night he has no 
intention of resigning, declaring he will 
not walk away "from the job I was elect- 
ed to do." 


Taking first public note of increasing 


calls for him to step down because of the 
Watergate scandal, Nixon conceded that 
it "has not been an easy year in many 
respects" since he won a landslide re- 
election victory exactly one year ago 


"I have no intention whatever of walk- 


ing away from the job I was elected to 
do," he said. "As long as I am physically 
able, I will continue to work 16 to 18 
hours a day ..." 


Nixon's response came at the end of 


his nationally televised speech on the 
energy crisis. 


Nixon said ho realized "doubts have 


been raised as to the integrity of the 
President of the United States," but he 
said: 


"I am confident that in the months 


ahead the American people will come to 
realize that I have rot violated the trust 
they have placed in me in the past." 


Nixon promised to remove "any doubts 


of the integrity of the man who occupies 
the highest office in the land." 


He defended the first year of his sec- 


ond term, ticking off what he called the 
"substantial achievements" of his ad- 
ministration.

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Dundee paving 
work begins; 
done by winter?

Paving on Dundee Road began yester- 


day and state officials said they arc 
keeping their fingers crossed that good 
weather holds so two lanes of the new 
road can be completed by winter. 


Completion of two lanes will at least 


partially eliminate some of the present 
traffic hazards. In addition to numerous 
collisions tint have occurred since con- 
struction btgnn, Buffalo Grove police 
said nn average of two cars a day slip 
off the existing pavement, which Is In 
poor condition. 


At least one person has been killed and 


many others Injured in auto accidents 
since construction of the road began. 


The project consists of widening Dun- 


dec Koad to four lanes between Elmhurst 
Road and 111. Rlc. 33, through Wheeling, 
Arlington Heights and Buffalo Grove. 


ALBERT SIFRER, project engineer 


for the Illinois Division of Highways said 
yesterday workmen began pouring the 
pavement at Elmhurst Road and will 
proceed west to Rlc. 53. 


"Right now things look pretty good." 


he said. "We're just hoping the weather 
holds because we're working on borrow- 
ed time. 


Slfrcr said workmen have Installed the 


sub-base of the road to Cambridge Drive 
In Buffalo Grove and he Is certain paving 
up to that point will be completed by 
winter. Whether the entire 10.000 feet of 
pavement Is completed will depend 
largely on the weather, he said. 


Besides the weather, Slfrcr said a ce- 


ment shortage also threatens to dcljy 
construction. Because of the shortage, 


the project Is being limited to five to sev- 
en truckloads of concrete a day, enough 
to pave about 800 feet of road. 


State officials arc attempting to obtain 


additional supplies of cement to help ex- 
pedite construction, Sifrcr said. Under 
normal conditions, he said, workers arc 
able to pave 1,500 feet of road a day. 


DURING THE paving, the state plans 


to close several streets In Wheeling and 
Buffalo Grove that intersect Dundee 
Road. Closing the streets will enable 
workers to pave the entire road at once, 
rather than skipping the intersections 
and paving them at another time. 


Besides expediting construction, clos- 


ing the streets will prevent hazardous 
conditions which would result from leav- 
ing them unpavcd, Sifrcr said. Each 
street will be closed for three to four 
days once construction reaches the inter- 
sections. 


The streets In Wheeling that will be 


closed ore Cedar Drive an the north side 
and Redwood Trail, Schoenbcck Road 
and Laurel Trail on the south side. Offi- 
cials said yesterday Cedar Drive prob- 
ably will close today and the three other 
street* will close tomorrow. 


In Buffalo Grove, Golfvicw Terrace, 


Arlington Heights and Buffalo Grove 
roads will be closed on the north side of 
Dundee Road. Officials were not sure 
when the streets would be closed. 


Motorists arc urged to be on the alert 


for barricades, warning signs and de- 
tours directing them through the con- 
struction area. Drivers are asked to 
avoid Dundee Road if possible and to use 
alternate north-south streets while the 
streets arc closed. 


PAVING OF DUNDEE ROAD began yesterday and 
state officials said two lanes of the road might be 
finished by winter if the weather holds.

New emergency room for Northwest Community 


IT WAS BUSINESS AS usual at the 
Aleo, secretary.

Northwest Community Hospital's new 


emergency room opened at 5 a.m. yes- 
terday with a high fever. 


An infant with a rising temperature 


was one of the first patients treated at 
the new facility, the largest in the North- 
nest suburbs. It was "business as usu- 
al," according to Monica Kullkowskl, 
emergency room supervisor. 


The new emergency room, which will 


eventually be four times larger than the 
old one, Is part of a $4 million building 
project on the west side of the Arlington 
Heights hospital. 


The new emergency room Is needed to 


treat the growing number of emergency 
patients at Northwest — 46,000 of them 
last year, according to a hospital spokes- 
man. It has been predicted the number 
will reach 100,000 by 1980. 


THE NEW FACILITY has 23 beds or 


treatment centers with 14 of them now In 
operation. All 23 should be 
operating 


when the center Is completed In four 
months, Mrs. Kullkowskl said. The old 
emergency room had only nine beds. 


Also new in the emergency room are 


two X-ray machines, which save patients 
from having to wait to use the hospital's 
regular X-ray rooms. Better lighting, an 
ice machine for burn victims, and a res- 


pirator are also new to the emergency 
room. 


Also, there are three "crash" carts 


equipped with everything necessary for 
critical patients that can be wheeled 
from bed to bed. "We have a high rate of 
criticals," said Mrs. Kulikowski. 


Each treatment center is equipped 


with suppplles, including oxygen. Before 
the emergency room staff used portable 
oxygen machines. 


DOCTORS' OFFICES and a room for 


police and paramedics to make out acci- 
dent and ambulance reports are also In- 
cluded in the facility. The new room cov- 
ers an area that in the past housed the 
hospital's 
operating 
room, 
recovery 


room, materials processing office and 
doctors' lounge. 


"We've made a lot of changes and we 


have a lot of new things. We've also got- 
ten duplicates of equipment we had be- 
fore," said Mrs. Kullkowskl. "We've 
been working on new procedures and 
preparing for the move for a year." 


The changeover from the old emergen- 


cy room, which will become the waiting 
room for the new facility, began at 11 
p.m. Tuesday. Nurses, volunteers and 
paramedics from Mount Prospect, Roll- 
ing Meadows, Arlington Heights and 
Lake Zurich helped with the move. 


the program this way rather than 
through an ambulance tax, as in several 
other towns. 


Since the program was started last De- 


cember, it has been financed through 
dances, bingo games, benefits and pri- 
vate donations. The money raised has 
paid for all equipment and supplies, in- 
cluding the paramedic squad truck which 
cost $7,200. 


Under the plan, the fire department 


mails information sheets to residents ev- 
ery six months informing them of the 
progress and activities of the fire depart- 
ment and paramedic program. Once a 
year several sheets of rescue squad seals 
arc mailed along with the information 
sheets. Friday's mailing was the first. 


WINTER SAID THE annual cost of the 


paramedic program Is about $8,000, in- 
cluding operating expenses and equip- 
ment. He said he is optimistic the pro- 
gram can continue to operate without the 
aid of an ambulance tax. 


The paramedics are trained to admin- 


ister emergency medical treatment and 
are capable of handling virtually every 
kind of trauma case, especially heart at- 
tacks.

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Youth's Chile death 
remains a mystery

Frank Teruggl Jr., the young DCS 


Plnlnes man who was killed In San- 
USRO, Chile, during the recent coup 
d'etat there, was burled more than 
three weeks ago. 


Since then, tlic young man's par- 


ents have been told virtually nothing 
by officials from the U.S. State De- 
partment. Their almost dally calls to 
the State Deportment get a curt "we 
havo requested more Information 
from Chilean authorities and contin- 
ue to press for more Information" 
reply from government officers. 


"I just cannot understand why It's 


taking so long to find out what hap- 
pened to Frank," said Frank Teruggl 
Sr. 


Confused and stilt distraught over 


their son's death, the parents are 
searching for ansucrs as to why he 
was gunned down on Sept. 22 In San- 
tiago. Teruggl had been a student at 
the University of Chile for about two 
years. 


IN AN EXCLUSIVE Interview with 


The Herald, Teruggl, Sr. said he had 
received a report from the State De- 
partment regarding his son's death. 


"But it contained no Information, It 


was just a repetition of facts we al- 
ready knew," he said. The State De- 
partment would not comment publi- 
cly on tha report, but said they arc 
attempting to get further informa- 
tion. 


The State Department report in- 


dicated the young man's body had 
been Identified In early October by a 
friend In Santiago. 


Aides to U.S. Senators Charles 


Percy, It-Ill., and Adlal Stevenson, 
D-I11., and U.S Hep Samuel Young, 
R-10th, ha\c all requested the State 
Department to provide information 
on the circumstances of Tcruggi's 


death, but even their inquiries have 
gained little new Information. 


SOME AIDES arc convinced they 


arc getting a runaround on the situ- 
ation. While not wishing to make 
public comments, some 
political 


aides have accused the State Depart- 
ment of "dragging their feet on the 
Investigation." 


Young told the Herald last week he 


had been Informed by the State De- 
partment that an effort was being 
made to obtain some bullet frag- 
ments from Tcruggi's body to deter- 
mine what type of weapon was used 
in the shooting. 


Officials of the military junta who 


led the overthrow of the Salvador Al- 
lendo regime claim Tcruggi was shot 
on the streets after being released 
from custody. They said the caliber 
of the bullets used showed they were 
not from a military weapon. 


However, the Herald has learned 


an autopsy report on the body In- 
dicated the young man had been shot 
at least 17 times. All of the bullets 
passed through the body and there 
were only minute fragments which 
could not bo examined. 


"I just want to know the circums- 


tances regarding my son's death," 
Tcruggi said. 


THE LACK OF information has 


apparently sparked a national effort 
to gather more information about tho 
Chilean crisis. A local effort, the Chi- 
cago Committee to Save Lives in 
Chile, hopes to mount a committee to 
travel to Chile to Investigate the Te- 
niggl death and the widespread kill- 
Ings and imprisonment by the mili- 
tary. 


A spokesman for the group, which 


represents a coalition of liberal or- 
ganizations in the Chicago area, said 
full details of the Investigative com- 
mittee will be announced next week.

The Buffalo Grove Blood Donor Com- 


mission still Is seeking donors for Sun- 
day's blood drive at Buffalo Grove High 
School. 


Residents wishing to donate blood 


should call the village hall at 537-8984 to 
make an appointment. Donations will bo 
taken at the school, Arlington Heights 
and Dundee roads, between 0 a.m. and 4 


According to Harold Glanopulos, com- 


mission chairman, the goal is 100 to 150 
pints of blood. Donations will go toward 
the village program which provides free 
blood replacement anywhere In the coun- 
try for all residents if 4 per cent of its 
population donates one pint of blood each 
year. 


The entire village is currently covered, 


but officials said continued donations are 
needed to assure future eligibility. 


In addition to the village program,

Fuel crisis plan unveiled 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Predicting 


the worst U.S. energy shortages since 
World War II, President Nixon Wednes- 
day night proposed reducing highway 
speed limits, lowering thermostats and 
— if the fuel squeeze worsens — the first 
gasoline rationing since the 1940s. 


"The fuel crisis need not mean genuine 


suffering for any American," Nixon told 
the nation on radio and television from 
his White House office, "but It will re- 
quire some sacrifice by all Americans." 


He said he had ordered 
federal 


agencies to draw up contingency plans 
for rationing of gasoline and home heat- 


Ing oil If the situation gets worse, but 
stressed it was a distant resort. 


Some of the President's proposals 


would require approval of Congress, 
which Is on the verge of authorizing Im- 
mediate construction of a trans-Alaskan 
oil pipeline to help meet future .U.S. 
needs. A House-Senate Conference com- 
mittee cleared the bill Wednesday, and 
final House action Is expected next week. 


Nixon said that the sharp cutback In 


oil supplies from Arab producers In the 
Middle East had made the energy short- 
age more severe. To ease expected short- 
ages this winter, he announced a sweep- 


ing program of emergency belt-tight- 
ening measures. The President: 


• Ordered temporary variances In fed- 


eral clean air and water standards to 
permit wider use of coal, which is In 
plentiful supply. 


• Issued regulations forbidding utili- 


ties and industries to switch from coals 
to other fuels, such as oil or natural gas. 


• Pinpointed 46 power plants which 


could, if necessary, convert to coal with- 
in 60 days. 


• Directed The Federal Aviation Ad- 


ministration to work with airlines on re-

Nixon: won't quit 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Nixon said Wednesday night he has no 
intention of resigning, declaring he will 
not walk away "from the job I was elect- 
ed to do." 


Taking first public note of increasing 


calls for him to step down because of the 
Watergate scandal, Nixon conceded that 
it "has not' been an easy year in many 
respects" since he won a landslide re- 
election victory exactly one year ago. 


"I have no'lnteniion whatever of walk- 


Ing away from the job I was elected to 
do," he said. "As long as I am physically 
able, I will continue to work 16 to 18 
hours a day ..." 


Nixon's response came at the end of 


his nationally televised speech on the 
energy crisis. 


Nixon said he realized "doubts have 


been raised as to the integrity of the 
President of the United States," but he 
said: 


"I am confident that in the months 


ahead the American people will come to 
realize that I have rot violated the trust 
they have placed in me in the past." 


Nixon promised to remove "any doubts 


of the integrity of the man who occupies 
the highest office In the land." 


He defended the first year of his sec- 


ond term, ticking off what he called the 
"substantial achievements" of his ad- 
ministration.

Safety gates 
for Soo Line 
killer crossing:

More than fourteen people have been 


victims of train-auto collisions at the 
gate-less Soo Unc R.R. crossing 
at 


Touhy Avenue and Mannheim Road since 
1064. One person was killed there two 
years ago. Three men were injured in 
another wreck there Monday. 


But for thousands of motorists who 


travel the troubled Intersection dally, the 
danger of colliding with a train now may 
be eliminated, according to City Corpo- 
ration Counsel Robert DiLeonardl. 


Relict would take the form of crossing 


gates, which had been a sight unseen 
there since 1964. ICC officials are ex- 
pected to vote on a measure presented 
by DiLeonardl at a hearing Tuesday that 
gales be Installed. 


"We presented considerable evidence 


that none seems to dispute In terms of a 
unique traffic hazard situation at the 
crossing. With the close proximity of the 
road to the tracks, most autos are 
trapped at or near the crossing with no 
place for maneuverability," he said. 


"SOO LINE admits the need for better 


and bettor safety devices, but the main 
issue now Is who will pay for them," he 
said. "It looks good, though, for the com- 
mission to order them to be Installed." 


Beside the four gates, the $38,000 cost 


would Include "a lot of electric equip- 
ment and a pro-signaling device which 
measures the speed of the train and 
causes the gate to go down," according 
to DiLeonardl. 


The maintenance tab of 12,100 yearly 


would be picked up by the railroad. 


If the commission votes in favor of the 


measure, DiLeonardi said there is a 
chance the installation cost may be or- 
dered split between Des Plaines, the 
state and Soo Line.

Elk Grove district seeks to offset losses due to state aid formula 
Grade schools may seek tax hike 


by BOB GALLAS 


A new state aid formula used to fi- 


nance public schools may put Elementa- 
ry School Dlst. 59 Into a money squeeze 
within the next three years. 


The school board now will study possi- 


bilities on how to increase its revenue 
during the next three years. One possi- 
bility being discussed is to seek voter ap- 
proval on a referendum to Increase the 
district's educational fund tax rate. 


The state aid formula during the next 


three years will drastically reduce the 
amount of funds the district has been re- 


ceiving, forcing the now stable Elk 
Grove Township district into the red. 


"A tax raise is absolutely inevitable In 


the future if we are to maintain our pre- 
sent programs," 
said Al Domanico, 


chairman of the board's long-range fi- 
nancial planning committee. "There's no 
way we'd cut back on programs without 
asking the people whether they'd want to 
do that or support a referendum," he 
added. 


DOMANICO SAID that in order for the 


district to maintain Its present level of 
programs In three years, the school dis- 


trict would have to raise Its present tax 
rate of $1.71 per $100 assessed valuation 
to approximately $1.95 per $100 assessed 
valuation. 


For the homeowner with an assessed 


valuation of $10,000, the tax hike would 
mean an addition of roughly $25 a year 
to his tax bill. 


The new state aid formula is designed 


to give increased aid to poor school dis- 
tricts while cutting back on the amount 
given to richer districts. Less aid is giv- 
en to a district as its pupil attendance 
drops and its total assessed valuation in- 
creases. 


3 overruled on Oakton permanent campus

Three trustees from Oakton Commu- 


nity College tried to force the college 
board to select a permanent campus 
Tuesday night but were overruled by the 
other four board members. 


Trustees Stephen Loska of Des Plaines 


and Griffith MacDonald of Park Ridge 
each proposed a site to the board for ap- 
proval and were supported by Trustee 
Tom Flynn of Nlles. 


Loska's proposal to select a site on 


Central Road in Maine Township was ta- 
bled. After lengthy discussion MacDon- 
ald withdrew his proposal to select the 


temporary campus at 7900 N. Nagle 
Ave., Morton Grove, as the college's per- 
manent home. Flynn said he also had 
another site in mind but did not bring it 
before the board Tuesday. 


THE PROPOSALS FOR selecting sites 


came as a surprise to the other board 
members who said data on the sites un- 
der consideration Is not yet complete and 
the board should wait for the data before 
making a decision. They also said n pre- 
liminary map from the state showing 
whether North Shore communities will 
be annexed to Oakton will be drawn in a 
few days and board members should 


wait for the map before they act. If the 
North Shore is annexed, more possible 
sites may become available to the col- 
lege. 


Trustee Raymond Hartsteln of Skokie 


made a plea for unity among board 
members. 


"In the Interest of unity of the board I 


would urge that each and every one of us 
pull together tonight," he said". 


"I for one want to make a decision and 


I wish we were in a position tonight to 
make a decision," said Hartsteln. He 
said it would be "calamitous" for the

Projections made by Dist. 59 adminis- 


trators said that student population will 
drop about 1,500 within the next seven 
years, white assessed valuation will 
climb substantially. 


ACCORDING TO Domanico, the tax In- 


crease doesn't necessarily have to come 
within the next two years, but if voters 
would approve an Increase to the $1.95 
rate in a referendum this April, the dis- 
trict woudd have an excess of $1 million 
per year for the next two years before 
experiencing a deficit In revenue in three 
years of about $250,000. 


The board has already instructed dis- 


trict administrators to continue present 
levels of educational programs next 
year, while tightening up the budget as 
much as possible to allow the addition of 
possible new programs proposed by the 
board's policy committee. 


Another financial problem facing the 


board In the future is roof repairs needed 
at virtually all the schools In the district 
over the next five years. A recent survey 
of roofing repair needs In 'the district 
recommended repairs totaling about 
$350,000 over the next five years. 


Another possibility that will be studied 


will be a tax rate increase spread out at 
intervals until 1980. According to Doma- 
nico, further discussion of the matter will 
come up at the next meeting of the long- 
range financial planning committee, ten- 
tatively scheduled for Nov. 15. 


Seiver ivoes 
to be aired 
at meeting 


The continuing controversy surround- 


ing the condition of sewers In Des 
Plaines will move Into a new round at 
7:30 p.m. Monday when the city council's 
sewer and water committee takes up a 
request from the Citizens' Action Com- 
mittee. 


The committee, headed by former 


mayoral candidate Burton W. Kosmen. 
voiced several complaints about the 
city's sewer system, especially in the 
Mill Street and River Road area, where 
a number of condominiums are being 
built. 


In a letter •written to the city last 


month, the CAC raised questions about a 
sewer tie-in In a building at 1650 Mill St. 
The committee contends no permit for 
the project was issued by the Illinois En- 
vironmental Protection Agency. The 
EPA requires a builder to apply for a 
permit for apartment buildings which 
will house 15 or more persons. According 
to MSD'records,'the'building will house 
45 persons. 


KOSMEN AND THE CAC said no EPA 


permit was obtained for the building. 


Kosmen complained last week he had 


not been Informed that Bowen delivered 
a report on the sewers in the Mill Street- 
River Road area last week. The CAC had 
requested the report. 


Aid. Thomas Koplos said he did not 


place the topic on the sewer and water 
committee agenda because he was not 
aware the report would be given. 


BOWEN SAID he reported the sewtrs 


In that area were "more than adequate 
to meet the needs of the area." 


Bowen said his study showed there are 


two sanitary sewer lines running along 
Mill Street to River Road. He said one 
sewer is a 15-inch line, while the second 
line Is 24 inches in diameter and runs 
deeper than the smaller sewer. 


Bowen also reported the sewer system 


throughout the rest of the city "works 
well," but added surcharge from the 
MSD sewers, which cause backups In the 
city system, also causes problems. 


He said about three-fourths of the sew- 


ers In the city are separated at this time. 
The remaining portions of the sewer sys- 
tem have combined sanitary and storm 
sewers.

Youth's Chile death 
remains a mystery

A news analysis 


Frank Tcruggl Jr., the young Des 


Plalnes man who was killed In San- 
tiago, Chile, during tho recent, coup 
d'etat there, was burled more than 
three weeks ago. 


Since then, the young man's par- 


ents have been (old virtually nothing 
by officials from tho U.S. State De- 
partment. Their almost dally calls to 
the State Department get a curt "we 
have requested more Information 
from Chilean authorities and contin- 
ue to press for more Information" 
reply from government officers. 


"I Just cannot understand why It's 


taking so long to find out what hap- 
pened to Frank," said Frank Tcruggl 
Sr. 


Confused and still distraught over 


their son's death, the parents arc 
searching for answers as to why he 
was gunned down on Sept. 22 In San- 
tiago. Tcruggl had been a student at 
the University of Chile for about two 
years. 


IN AN EXCLUSIVE Interview with 


Tho Herald. Tcruggl, Sr. said he had 
received a report from the State De- 
partment regarding his son's death. 


"But it contained no Information, It 


was just a repetition of facts we al- 
ready knew." he said. The State De- 
partment would not comment publi- 
cly on the report, but said they arc 
attempting to get further informa- 
tion. 


The Stale Department report In- 


dicated tho young man's body had 
been Identified In early October by a 
friend in Santiago. 


Aides to U.S. Senators Charles 


Percy, R-III., and Adlal Stevenson, 
D-II1.. and U.S. Rep. Samuel Young, 
R-10th, have all requested the State 
Department to provide Information 
on tho circumstances of Tcruggi's 


death, but even their inquiries have 
gained Uttlc new Information. 


SOME AIDES arc convinced they 


arc getting a runaround on the situ- 
ation. While not wishing to make 
public comments, some political 
aides have accused the State Depart- 
ment of "dragging their feet on the 
Investigation." 


Young told the Herald last week he 


had been informed by the State De- 
partment that an effort was being 
made to obtain some bullet frag- 
ments from Tcruggi's body to deter- 
mine what typo of weapon was used 
In tho shooting. 


Officials of the military junta who 


led the overthrow of tho Salvador Al- 
Icndc regime claim Tcruggl was shot 
on tho streets after being released 
from custody. They said the caliber 
of the bullets used showed they were 
not from a military weapon. 


However, tho Herald has learned 


an autopsy report on the body in- 
dicated the young man had boon shot 
at least 17 times. All of the bullets 
passed through the body and there 
were only minute fragments which 
could not bo examined. 


"I just want to know the circums- 


tances regarding my son's death," 
Tcruggi said. 


THE LACK OF Information has 


apparently sparked a national effort 
to gather more Information about the 
Chilean crisis. A local effort, the Chi- 
cago Committee to Save Lives In 
Chile, hopes to mount a committee to 
travel to Chile to Investigate the To- 
ruggi death and the widespread kill- 
Ings and Imprisonment by the mili- 
tary. 


A spokesman for the group, which 


represents a coalition of liberal or- 
ganizations In the Chicago area, said 
full details of the Investigative com- 
mittee will be announced next week. 


Funds sought for counselor 
to aid Spanish-speaking 
The local scene 


The Des Plnlncs City Council will be 


asked to approve funds to hire a Spanish- 
speaking counselor to work with resi- 
dents next year. 


The recommendation 
was made 


recently by the DCS Plalnes Human Re- 
lations Commission. Commission mem- 
bers urged that money for a Spanish- 
speaking person to be assigned to the 
city health department be Included in the 
budget for 1974. 


Commission members reported there 


arc about 500 to 600 Spanish-speaking 
residents who reside In Des Plalnes. 
They noted these people frequently have 
a difficult time transacting business be- 
cause of the language barrier. 


One commission member said some 


residents go to Chicago to obtain money 
orders to pay bills because they cannot 
obtain such service In Des Plaines. 


OTHERS NOTED that some residents 


were not able to take part in tho free 
chest X-ray program because of difficul- 


ty they had completing necessary forms. 


The commission proposed hiring the 


counselor as an alternative to a $3,500 
request that had been made by the 
Northwest Opportunity Center in Rolling 
Meadows. While the center provides as- 
sistance for persons throughout the area, 
the commission suggested the city might 
bo able to offer more assistance for focal 
residents by having a local counselor. 


"We believe that if a Spanish-speaking 


person, preferably from our present 
M e x i c o n-Amerlcan community, were 
available on a part-time basis, these resi- 
dents would more freely approach the 
city government for assistance," the 
commission said. 


Tho commission also recommended the 


use of a monthly Spanish newsletter, a 
local money order service and possible 
posting of bilingual signs on other pro- 
grams that could be of benefit to Span- 
ish-speaking residents.

Tuesday night's board meeting — was 
prepared by an advisory committee of 
parents, teachers and administrators. 


Tho report calls for an open session

Nixon: won't quit 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 


Nixor. said Wednesday night he has no 
intention of resigning, declaring he wilt 
not walk nway "from the job I was elect- 
ed to do." 


Taking first public note of increasing 


calls for him to step down because of the 
Watergate scandal, Nixon conceded that 
it "has not been an easy year in many 
respects" since he won a landslide re- 
election victory exactly one year ago. 


"I have no Intention whatever of walk- 


ing away from the job I was elected to 
do," he said. "As long as I am physically 
able, I will continue to work 16 to 18 
hours a day ..." 


Nixon's response came at the end of 


his nationally televised speech on the 
energy crisis. 


Nixon said he realized "doubts have 


been raised as to the integrity of the 
President of the United States," but he 
said: 


"I am confident that in the months 


ahead the American people will come to 
realize that I have rot violated the trust 
they have placed in me in the past." 


Nixon promised to remove "any doubts 


of the integrity of the man who occupies 
the highest office in the land." 


He defended the first year of his sec- 


ond term, ticking off what he called the 
"substantial achievements" of his ad- 
ministration

project until Dec. 4. 


Trustee George Specs, who made the 


motion to deny the project at the Oct. 2 
board meeting, made the motion to table 
at Tuesday1* meeting. 


A standing-room-only crowd of more 


than 80 people attended the meeting, but 
no one made any comment an Dcvon-53. 
Two representatives of the 
Winston 


Grove Homeowners Association asked 
the village clerk to be notified personally 
whenever the board meets to discuss the 
proposed housing project. 


.IAMES GonGIN. president of the as- 


sociation, said the tabling to the Decem- 
ber meeting will give his group and other 
associations more time to "collect more 
signatures (for petitions), organize and 
regroup." 


He said the Winston Grove association 


had now collcccd about 368 signatures 
against the project, with more expected. 


According to Goggln, the association 


agrees that the 267-acrc site of the proj- 
ect should be developed, but not at the 
high density requested by the Dcvon-53 
developers. He sold the association feels 
any development should comply with 
current village zoning ordinances. 


THE VILLAGE BOARD. In a closed 


meeting last week, agreed on a bargain- 
Ing position to be used in negotiating 
with the developers on lowering the den- 
sity and making other changes in the 
housing project. Tho meeting apparently 
violated the Illinois open meetings act. 


Goggln said the homeowners have dis- 


cussed the closed meeting with the asso- 
ciation's legal counsel. 


"Wo discussed it and made the neces- 


sary arrangements to take legal action If 
required," said Goggln. "We prefer to 


hear what the board has decided. Our 
position Is not to nail the board. We don't 
wish to do this (take action) and we're 
not looking forward to It." 


Attorney Mark Muscarello has been re- 


tained by the Winston Grove association 
said Goggln. Muscarello Is an experi- 
enced attorney for homeowner associ- 
ations. 


Goggln said the association plans to 


have representatives at any meeting 
when the board dlscufses Devon-53 or 
meets with the developers. 


AT TUESDAY'S board meeting, sev- 


eral member of the audience recorded 
the session on personal tape recorders, 
Goggln said the recorders were, "just for 
the purpose of catching everything that 
was sold." The tapes would be used as 
reference for the association. 


The Dcvon-53 project was Initially pro- 


posed as housing mix with a total popu- 
lation of more than 13,000 persons. The 
mix would include single-family homes, 
quodromlnlums and apartment buildings, 
some as high as 12 stories. 


The developers requested annexation 


to the village and variation In ordinances 
to permit taller buildings, greater den- 
sity and less open space than required by 
present zoning ordinances. 


The developers presented a proposal 


last month to reduce the density of the 
project by developing 80 acres of the 
project as office and research buildings 
rather than for housing. 


The village board made no com- 


mitment on the developers proposal to 
reduce the density. After the meeting 
with the developers, the board held its 
closed session to determine a negotiating 
position. 


After Tuesday's meeting, several vil- 


lage officials said they expected to meet 
again with the developers, but no effort 
has been made to set a dote.

dents. 


• A reading clinic to raise the reading 


level of children to the point where they 
can function successfully In regular 
classrooms. 


• Enrichment classes during out-of- 


school hours. 


• A manual training and manipulative 


skills center In each elementary building. 


• Add counselors to the junior highs. 


(More general than item three .which 
would add counselors to the eighth grade 
level only). 


• A developmental first grade. 
• Multi-level reading materials for 


various subject areas. 


• A preschool program for Lathi- 


Americans.

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Youth's Chile death 
remains a mystery

Frank Toruggl Jr., the young DCS 


Plaints man who was killed In Son- 
Uago, Chile, during the recent coup 
d'etat there, was burled more than 
three weeks ago. 


Since then, the young man's par- 


ents have been told virtually nothing 
by officials from the U.S. State De- 
partment. Their almost dally calls to 
the State Department get a curt "we 
have requested more Information 
from Chilean authorities and contin- 
ue to press for more information" 
reply from government officers. 


"I just cannot understand why It's 


taking so long to find out what hap- 
pened to Frank," said Frank Tcmggl 
Sr. 


Confused and still distraught over 


their son's death, the parents arc 
searching for answers as to why he 
was gunned down on Sept. 22 in San- 
tiago. Tcrugsl had been a student nt 
the University of Chile for about two 
years. 


IN AN EXCLUSIVE Interview with 


The Herald, Tcruggi, Sr. said ho had 
received a report from the State De- 
partment regarding his son's death. 


"But It contained no information, it 


was just a repetition of facts we al- 
ready knew," he said. The State De- 
partment would not comment publi- 
cly on the report, but said they arc 
attempting to get further informa- 
tion. 


The State Department report In- 


dicated the young man's body had 
been identified in early October by a 
friend in Santiago. 


Aides to U.S. Senators Charles 


Percy, R-III., and Adlal Stevenson, 
D-II1.. and U.S. Rep. Samuel Young, 
R-lOth, have all requested the State 
Department to provide information 
on the circumstances of Tcruggl's 


death, but even their inquiries have 
gained little new information. 


SOME AIDES arc convinced they 


arc getting a runaround on the situ- 
ation. While not wishing to make 
public comments, some 
political 


aides have accused the State Depart- 
ment of "dragging their feet on the 
Investigation." 


Young told the Herald last week ho 


had been Informed by the State De- 
partment that an effort was being 
made to obtain some bullet frag- 
ments from Teruggl's body to deter- 
mine what type of weapon was used 
In live shooting. 


Officials of the military junta who 


led the overthrow of the Salvador Al- 
lendc regime claim Tcruggi was shot 
on the streets after being released 
from custody. They said the caliber 
of the bullets used showed they were 
not from a military weapon. 


However, the Herald has learned 


an autopsy report on the body in- 
dicated the young man had been shot 
at least 17 times. All of the bullets 
passed through the body and there 
were only minute fragments which 
could not be examined. 


"I just want to know the circums- 


tances regarding my son's death," 
Tcruggi said. 


THE LACK OF information has 


apparently sparked a national effort 
to gather more Information about tho 
Chilean crisis. A local effort, the Chi- 
cago Committee to Save Lives in 
Chile, hopes to mount a committee to 
travel to Chile to investigate the Tc- 
ruggi death and the widespread kill- 
Ings and imprisonment by the mili- 
tary. 


A spokesman for the group, which 


represents a coalition of liberal or- 
ganizations In the Chicago area, said 
full details of the investigative com- 
mittee will be announced next week.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Predicting 


the worst US energy shortages since 
World War II. President Nixon Wednes- 
day n!«!it proposed reducing highway 
speed limits, lowering thermostats and 
— If the fuel squeeze worsens — the first 
gasoline rationing since the IWOs. 


"The fuel crisis need not mean genuine 


suffering for any American." Nixon told 
the nation on ratlin and television from 
Ills White Home office, "but it will re- 
quire <omo sacrifice by all Americans." 


He said he had ordered 
federal 


agencies to draw up contingency plans 
for rationing of gasoline and home heat- 


ing oil If the situation gels worse, but 
stressed it was a distant resort. 


Some of the President's proposals 


would require approval of Congress, 
which is on the verge of authorizing im- 
mediate construction of a trans-Alaskan 
oil pipeline to help meet future U.S. 
needs. A House-Senate Conference com- 
mittee cleared the bill Wednesday, and 
final House action is expected next week. 


Nixon said that the sharp cutback in 


oil supplies from Arab producers In the 
Middle East had made the energy short- 
age more severe. To case expected short- 
ages this winter, he announced a sweep- 


ing program of emergency belt-tight- 
ening measures. The President: 


• Ordered temporary variances In fed- 


eral clean air and water standards to 
permit wider use of coal, which is in 
plentiful supply. 


• Issued regulations forbidding utili- 


ties and Industries to switch from coals 
to other fuels, such as oil or natural gas. 


• Pinpointed 46 power plants which 


could, if necessary, convert to coal with- 
in 60 days. 


• Directed The Federal Aviation Ad- 


ministration to work with airlines on re-

WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 


Nixor. said Wednesday night he has no 
Intention of resigning, declaring he \vill 
not walk away "from tha job I was elect- 
ed to do " 


Taking first public note of increasing 


calls for him to step down because of the 
Watergate scandal, Nixon conceded that 
it "has not been an easy year in many 
respects" since he won a landslide re- 
election victory exactly one year ago 


"I have no intention whatever of walk- 


ing away from the job I was elected to 
do," he said "As long as I am physically 
able, I will continue to work 16 to 18 
hours a day ..." 


Nixon's response came at the crxl of 


hir nationally televised speech on the 
energy crisis. 


Nixon said he realized "doubts have 


been raised as to the integrity of the 
President of the United States," but he 
said' 


"I am confident that in the months 


ahead the American people will come to 
reside (hat I have rot violated the trust 
they have placed in me in the past " 


Nixon promised to remove "any doubts 


of the integrity of the man who occupies 
thr highest office in the land " 


He defended the first >ear of his sec- 


ond term, ticking off what he called the 
"substantial achievements" of his ad-

New emergency room for Northwest Community 


Northwest Community Hospital's new 


emergency room opened at 5 a.m. yes- 
terday with a high fever. 


An Infant with a rising temperature 


was one of the first patients treated at 
the new facility, the largest In the North- 
west suburbs. It was "business as usu- 
al," according to Monica Kullkowskl, 
emergency room supervisor. 


The new emergency room, which will 


eventually be four times larger than the 
old one, is part of a $4 million building 
project on the west side of the Arlington 
Heights hospital. 


The new emergency room Is needed to 


treat the growing number of emergency 
patients at Northwest — 46,000 of them 
last year, according to a hospital spokes- 
man. It has been predicted the number 
will reach 100,000 by 1980. 


THE NEW FACILITY has 23 beds or 


treatment centers with 14 of them now In 
operation. All 23 should be operating 
when the center is completed In four 
months, Mrs. Kullkowskl said. The old 
emergency room had only nine beds. 


Also new in the emergency room are 


two X-ray machines, which save patients 
from having to wait to use the hospital's 
regular X-ray rooms. Better lighting, an 
Ice machine for burn victims, and a res- 


pirator are also new to the emergency 
room. 


Also, there arc three "crash" carts 


equipped with everything necessary for 
critical patients that can be wheeled 
from bed to bed. "We have a high rate of 
criticals," said Mrs. Kulikowski. 


Each treatment center is equipped 


with suppplies, including oxygen. Before 
the emergency room staff used portable 
oxygen machines. 


DOCTORS' OFFICES and a room for 


police and paramedics to make out acci- 
dent and ambulance reports are also In- 
cluded In the facility. The new room cov- 
ers an area that In the past housed the 
hospital's 
operating 
room, 
recovery 


room, materials processing office and 
doctors' lounge. 


"We've made a lot of changes and wo 


have a lot of new things. We've also got- 
ten duplicates of equipment we had be- 
fore," said Mrs. Kullkowskl. "We've 
been working on new procedures and 
preparing for the move for a year." 


The changeover from the old emergen- 


cy room, which will become the waiting 
room for the new facility, began at 11 
p.m. Tuesday. Nurses, volunteers and 
paramedics from Mount Prospect, Roll- 
ing Meadows, Arlington Heights and 
Lake Zurich helped with the move. 


giant shopping center did attract people 
and once there they turned into paying 
customers.

Youth's Chile death 
remains a mystery

A news analysis 


Frank Tcruggl Jr., the young DCS 


Plalncs man who was killed in San- 
tiago, Chile, during the recent coup 
d'etat there, was burled more than 
three weeks ago. 


Since then, the young man's par- 


ents have been told virtually nothing 
by officials from the U.S. State De- 
portment. Their almost dally calls to 
the State Department get a curt "we 
have requested more Information 
from Chilean authorities and contin- 
ue to press for more information" 
reply from government officers. 


"I just cannot understand why It's 


taking so long to find out what hap- 
pened to Frank," said Frank Teruggl 
Sr. 


Confused and still distraught over 


their son's death, the parents arc 
searching for answers as to why he 
was gunned down on Sept. 22 in San- 
tiago. Tcruggl had been a student at 
the University of Chile for about two 
years. 


IN AN EXCLUSIVE Interview with 


The Herald, Tcruggl, Sr. said he had 
received a report from the State De- 
partment regarding his son's death. 


"But It contained no information, It 


was just a repetition of facts we al- 
ready knew." he said. The State De- 
partment would not comment publi- 
cly on the report, but said they arc 
attempting to get further Informa- 
tion. 


The State Department report in- 


dicated the young man's body had 
been identified in early October by a 
friend In Santiago. 


Aides to U.S. Senators Charles 


Percy, R-I1I., and Adlal Stevenson, 
D-ill., and U.S. Rep. Samuel Young, 
R-10th, have all requested the State 
Department to provide Information 
on the circumstances of Tcruggl's 


death, but even their Inquiries have 
gained little new Information. 


SOME AIDES arc convinced they 


arc getting a runaround on the situ- 
ation. While not wishing to make 
public comments, some political 
aides have accused the State Depart- 
ment of "dragging their feet on the 
investigation." 


Young told the Herald last week he 


had been Informed by the State De- 
partment that an effort was being 
made to obtain some bullet frag- 
ments from Tcruggi's body to deter- 
mine what type of weapon was used 
in the shooting. 


Officials of the military junta who 


led the overthrow of the Salvador Al- 
Icndc regime claim Tcruggl was shot 
on the streets after being released 
from custody. They said the caliber 
of the bullets used showed they were 
not from a military weapon. 


However, the Herald has learned 


an autopsy report on the body In- 
dicated the young man had been shot 
at least 17 times. All of the bullets 
passed through the body and there 
were only minute fragments which 
could not be examined. 


"I just want to know the circums- 


tances regarding my son's death," 
Tcruggi said. 


THE LACK OF information has 


apparently sparked a national effort 
to gather more Information about the 
Chilean crisis. A local effort, the Chi- 
cago Committee to Save Lives in 
Chile, hopes to mount a committee to 
travel to Chile to investigate the Te- 
ruggl death and the widespread kill- 
ings and imprisonment by the mili- 
tary. 


A spokesman for the group, which 


represents a coalition of liberal or- 
ganizations In the Chicago area, said 
full details of the Investigative com- 
mittee will be announced next week.

Fuel crisis plan unveiled 


WASHINGTOiN (UPI) - 
Predicting 


(he worst US. energy shortages since 
World War II, President Nixon Wednes- 
day night proposed reducing highway 
speed limits, lowering thermostats and 
— If the fuel squeeze worsens — the first 
gasoline rationing since the 1040s. 


"The fuel crisis need not mean genuine 


suffering for any American," Nixon told 
the nation on radio and television from 
his White House office, "but It will re- 
quire some sacrifice by nil Americans." 


He said he had ordered 
federal 


agencies to draw up contingency plans 
for rationing of gasoline and home heat- 


ing oil If the situation gets worse, but 
stressed It was a distant resort. 


Some of the President's 
proposals 


would require approval of Congress, 
which is on the verge of authorizing Im- 
mediate construction of a trans-Alaskan 
oil pipeline to help meet future U.S. 
needs. A House-Senate Conference com- 
mittee cleared the bill Wednesday, and 
final House action Is expected next week. 


Nixon said that the sharp cutback in 


oil supplies from Arab producers in the 
Middle East had made the energy short- 
age more severe. To case expected short- 
ages this winter, he announced a sweep- 


ing program of emergency belt-tight- 
ening measures The President: 


• Ordered temporary variances In fed- 


eral clean air and water standards to 
permit wider use of coal, which Is In 
plentiful supply. 


• Issued regulations forbidding utili- 


ties and industries to switch from coals 
to other fuels, such as oil or natural gas. 


• Pinpointed 46 power plants which

WASHINGTON (UPI) -

Nixon said Wednesday night he has no 
intention ot resigning, declaring he will 
not walk away "from the job I was elect- 
ed to do " 


Taking firs-t public note of increasing 


calls for him to step down because of the 
Watergate scandal. Nixon conceded that 
it "has not beer* an easy >ear in many 
respects" since he won a landslide re- 
election victory exactly one year ago 


"I have no intention whatever of walk- 


ing away from the job I was elected to 
do," he said "As long as I am physically 
able, I will continue to work 16 to 13 
hours a day ..." 


Nixon's response came at the end of 


hir. nationally televised speech on the 
energy crisis. 


Nixon said he realized "doubts have 


been raised as to the integrity of the 
President of the United States," but he 
said: 


"I am confident that in the months 


ahead the American people will come to 
realize that I have rot violated the trust 
they have placed in me in the past " - 


Nixon promised to remove "any doubts 


of the integrity of the man who occupies 
the highest office in the land " 


He defended the first year of his sec- 


ond term, ticking off what he called the 
"substantial achievements" of his ad- 
ministration

The commission last night told Barnes 


the council's action could come at its 
first meeting in December. 


The proposal presented lost night was 


substantially different from Barnes' orig- 
inal proposal of several months ago. At 
that lime, plans called for the construc- 
tion of a small shopping center which 
would include the savings and loan and 
several townhouses. A special city zoning 
commission recommended approval, but 
the city council delayed action on the 
plan and finally referred it back to the 
planners. 


Barnes then withdrew the proposal in 


favor of the office complex. 
When questioned by Aid. Merrill Wuerch 
(1st), on what kind of commitment Barn- 
es has received from the savings and 
loan, Barnes replied "We have half a 
blessing." He said the institution has in- 
dicated it is interested in the site if the 
office plan is accepted by the city. 


The city presently has no savings and

New emergency room for Northwest Community 


Northwest Community Hospital's new 


emergency room opened at 5 a.m. yes- 
terday with a high fever. 


An infant with a rising temperature 


was one of the first patients treated at 
the new facility, the largest in the North- 
nest suburbs. It was "business as usu- 
al," according to Monica Kullkowskl, 
emergency room supervisor. 


The new emergency room, which will 


eventually be four times larger than the 
old one, is part of a $4 million building 
project on the west side of the Arlington 
Heights hospital. 


The new emergency room is needed to 


treat the growing number of emergency 
patients at Northwest — 46,000 of them 
last year, according to a hospital spokes- 
man. It has been predicted the number 
will reach 100,000 by 1980. 


THE NEW FACILITY has 23 beds or 


treatment centers with 14 of them now in 
operation. All 23 should be operating 
when the center is completed In four 
months, Mrs. Kulikowskl said. The old 
emergency room had only nine beds. 


Also new In the emergency room are 


two X-ray machines, which save patients 
from having to wait to use the hospital's 
regular X-ray rooms. Better lighting, an 
ice machine for burn victims, and a res- 


pirator are also new to the emergency 
room. 


Also, there are three "crash" carts 


equipped with everything necessary for 
critical patients that can be wheeled 
from bed to bed. "We have a high rate of 
criticals," said Mrs. Kulikowski. 


Each treatment center is equipped 


with suppplies, including oxygen. Before 
the emergency room staff used portable 
oxygen machines. 


DOCTORS' OFFICES and a room for 


police and paramedics to make out acci- 
dent and ambulance reports are also in- 
cluded in the facility. The new room cov- 
ers an area that in the past housed the 
hospital's 
operating 
room, 
recovery 


room, materials processing office and 
doctors' lounge. 


"We've made a lot of changes and wo 


have a lot of new things. We've also got- 
ten duplicates of equipment we had be- 
fore," said Mrs. Kulikowski. "We've 
been working on new procedures and 
preparing for the move for a year." 


The changeover from the old emergen- 


cy room, which will become the waiting 
room for the new facility, began at 11 
p.m. Tuesday. Nurses, volunteers and 
paramedics from Mount Prospect, Roll- 
ing Meadows, Arlington Heights and 
Lake Zurich helped with the move. 


The only bank now serving the city is 


the Bank of Rolling Meadows in the Roll- 
ing Meadows Shopping Center. The bank 
recently became part of the Suburban 
Bank Group headed by Gerald Fitzge- 
rald. 


PERMISSION TO organize the Plum 


Grove bank was issued in August by the 
Illinois Banks and Trusts Commission. 
The institution will become part of the 
Elgin Banking Group, which includes 
the Elgin National and Elgin State 
banks.

The inside story 
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Youth's Chile death 
remains a mystery

Frank Teruggl Jr., the young DCS 


Plalnra man who was killed in San- 
tiago, Chile, during the recent coup 
d'etat there, was buried more than 
three weeks ago. 


Since then, the young man's par- 


ents have been told virtually nothing 
by officials from the U.S. State De- 
partment. Their almost dally calls to 
the State Department get a curt "wo 
have requested more Information 
from Chilean authorities and contin- 
ue to press for more information" 
reply from government officers. 


"I just cannot understand why it's 


taking so long to find out what hap- 
pened to Frank," said Frank Teruggi 
Sr. 


Confused and ttill distraught over 


their son's death, the parents are 
searching for answers as to why ho 
was gunned down on Sept. 22 in San- 
tiago. Teruggl had been a student at 
the University of Chile for about two 
years. 


IN AN EXCLUSIVE Interview with 


The Herald, Teruggl, Sr. said ho had 
received a report from the State De- 
partment regarding his son's death. 


"But It contained no Information, it 


was just a repetition of facts we al- 
ready knew," he said. The State De- 
partment would not comment publi- 
cly on the report, but said they ore 
attempting to get further Informa- 
tion. 


The State Department report In- 


dicated the young man's body had 
been identified In early October by a 
friend in Santiago. 


Aides to U.S. Senators Charles 


Percy, R-III., and Adlai Stevenson, 
D-lll.. and U.S. Rep. Samuel Young, 
R-IOth, have all requested the State 
Department to provide information 
on the circumstances of Tcruggl's 


death, but even their inquiries have 
gained little new Information. 


SOME AIDES are convinced they 


are getting a runaround on the situ- 
ation. While not wishing to make 
public comments, some political 
aides have accused the State Depart- 
ment of "dragging their feet on the 
Investigation." 


Young told the Herald last week he 


had been informed by the State De- 
partment that an effort was being 
made to obtain some bullet frag- 
ments from Teruggl's body to deter- 
mine what type of weapon was used 
In the shooting. 


Officials of the military junta who 


led the overthrow of the Salvador Al- 
Icndo regime claim Teruggl was shot 
on the streets after being released 
from custody. They said the caliber 
of the bullets used showed they were 
not from a military weapon. 


However, tho Herald has learned 


an autopsy report on tho body in- 
dicated the young man had been shot 
at least 17 times. All of the bullets 
passed through the body and there 
were only minute fragments which 
could not be examined. 


"I just want to know the circums- 


tances regarding my son's death," 
Tcruggi said. 


THE-LACK OF information has 


apparently sparked a notional effort 
to gather more information about the 
Chilean crisis. A local effort, the Chi- 
cago Committee to Save Lives in 
Civile, hopes to mount a committee to 
travel to Chile to investigate the Te- 
ruggl death and the widespread kill- 
ings and imprisonment by the mili- 
tary. 


A spokesman for tho group, which 


represents a coalition of liberal or- 
ganizations in the Chicago area, said 
full details of the Investigative com- 
mittee will be announced next week. 


Tax error 
to be fixed 
in a few days 


A taxing error by Cook County that has 


kept several parcels of tax-exempt Roll- 
Ing Meadows-owned property on tax rolls 
Is expected to be corrected In the next 
few days. 


The error was caused by the county 


tax collector's office's failure to remove 
four parcels of city-owned land from tax 
status. 


City Mgr. James Watson said the error 


has recurred for several years despite 
the city's efforts to explain the error to 
the county. 


The four parcels include a lot adjacent 


to the city hall on which a house was 
moved In order to expand the city hall 
parking lot, land around the city water 
tower on Central Road, Plum Grove 
Countryside Park District land near Eu- 
clid Avenue and Hicks Road, and land 
aruund the city's sixth well site on Golf 
Road west of Wilke Road. 


THE PARCELS should have tax-ex- 


empt status because they are municipal- 
ly-owned land, but Watson said the city 
has continued to receive tax bills for the 
parcels for the past several years. 


Taxes on three of the parcels did not 


amount to a great deal of money because 
the sites are undeveloped, but Watson 
said the lot on which the house was lo- 
cated was taxed at $600 to $700. 


Watson said the city has always re- 


turned the tax bills to the county explain- 
Ing the error but would continue receiv- 
ing bills each year. 


Last Monday in a hearing before Judge 


Thomas Donovan, Watson said testimony 
was given explaining the situation and 
Donovan said he would issue a decree 
shortly exempting the land from further 
taxation. 


Watson said he has not yet received 


notice from Donovan on the matter but 
expects to soon.

Public works department crews 


and equipment in Rolling Meadows 
are prepared to cope with winter 
weather which may bring the sea- 
son's first snow fall soon.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Predicting 


tha worst US energy shortages since 
World War II, President Nixon Wednes- 
day night proposed reducing highway 
spent limits, lowering thermostats and 
— If I he fuel squeeze worsens — the first 
gasoline rationing since the 1940s. 


"The fuel crisis need not mean genuine 


suffering for any American," Nixon told 
the nation on radio and television from 
his White House office, "but It will re- 
quire lome sacrifice by all Americans " 


He said he had ordered 
federal 


agencies to draw up contingency plans 
for rationing of gasoline and home heat- 


ing oil If the situation gets worse, but 
stressed It was a distant rasort. 


Some of the President's proposals 


would require approval of Congress, 
which Is on the verge of authorizing Im- 
mediate construction of a trans-Alaskan 
oil pipeline to help meet future U.S. 
needs. A House-Senate Conference com- 
mittee cleared the bill Wednesday, and 
final House action is expected next week. 


Nixon said that the sharp cutback In

Ho doesn't have lo sit In study hall tills 


>ear if he doesn't want to and he doesn't 
have to stay In school for eight periods if 
ho can schedule all his classes In six. 


Apparently these changes have had 


nomo effect on student attitude because 
fewer students ore getting Into trouble 
this year than lost. There arc one-third 
fewer class cuts, two-thirds fewer class- 
room disturbances, and an Increase in 
school attendance of about three per 
cent. Only eight tardlcs were reported In 
September, compared with 112 last Sep- 
tember. 


A YEAR AGO about 200 students 


walked out of Sehaumburg High School 
protesting school policies. The student's 
demands Included some of the changes 
that have been made at the school this 
year. 


School officials believe students at 


Sehaumburg are happier this year be- 
cause of these changes in school policy, 
optional study halls and student self- 
scheduling of classes. 


Both new systems placo the responsi- 


bility of making use of school time 
directly on the student. "The older and 


longer in school a child Is the more free- 
dom" he expects, said Tom Howard, as- 
sociate principal. The question of which 
comes first, freedom or responsibility, 
can be argued all day, he said, but if you 
give students "more freedom the respon- 
sibility follows." 


WILLIAM BASSITT, director of guid- 


ance, agrees, "I don't know how you 
teach a person to be responsible unless 
you give them responsibility." 


Principal Carl Wclmcr said students 


ore more relaxed this year and are more 
willing to study and take part In class- 
room work. 


He thinks the policy changes, particu- 


larly optional study hall, has a direct ef- 
fect on the decrease in student discipline 
cases. For example, tardlcs are often 
caused when a student stands in the hall 
between classes talking to a boyfriend or 
girlfriend. Now they can talk during 
their free periods and as a result there 
aren't as many students late to class. 


The option system has had some unex- 


pected results, according to Howard. 
More students are seeing their counselor 
this year because they have more free 
time. "That office is always busy," he 
said. "The counselors are seeing more 
kids than ever." 


MOST OF THE schools In Dlst. 211 


have had optional'study halls for several 
years but this is the first year it's been 
tried In Schaumburg. Only freshmen are

Schaumburg High School is the first 


school in Dist. 211 to allow juniors and 
seniors to schedule their own classes se- 
lecting the time of class and the teacher. 
When they registered for classes late last 
spring many arranged their classes in a 
block, one after another, with no free 
time and no lunch period. 


By state law they arc required to be in 


school five hours each day, or fivo and 
one-half class periods. 


"A large majority, over 50 per cent" of 


the juniors and seniors are in school only 
six periods a day, said Howard, and only 
330 of the 930 uppcrclassmcn scheduled a 
lunch period. 


Extracurricular 
activities arc 
still 


holding their own at Schaumburg despite 
the exodus of students early in the day. 
"I don't think any of the clubs have real- 
ly suffered," said Weimcr. These activi- 
ties depend on student Interest, they arc 
not promoted by teachers, he said. If stu- 
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dents arc interested enough in an organi- 
zation, they will make time to attend the 
meetings and activities, said Wcimcr. 


Howard is quick to point out that it Is

WASHINGTON (UPI) -

World War II, President Nixon Wednes- 
day night proposed mincing highway 
speed limits, lowering thermostats and

gasoline rationing since the 1940s. 


"The fuel crisis need not mean genuine 


suffering for any American," Nixon told 
the nation on radio and television from 
hit White House office, "but It will re- 
quire some sacrifice by all Americans." 


He .iald he had ordered 
federal 


agencies to draw up contingency plans 
for rationing of gasoline and home heat- 


ing oil if the situation gels worse, but 
stressed it was a distant resort. 


Some of the President's proposals 


would require approval of Congress, 
which is on the verge of authorizing Im- 
mediate construction of a trans-Alaskan 
oil pipeline to help meet future US. 
needs. A House-Senate Conference com- 
mittee cleared the bill Wednesday, and 
final House action Is expected next week. 


Nixon said that the sharp cutback In 


oil supplies from Arab producers in the 
Middle East had made the energy short- 
age more severe. To case expected short- 
ages this winter, he announced a sweep- 


Ing program of emergency belt-tight- 
ening measures. The President: 


• Ordered temporary variances In fed-

respects" since he won a landslide re- 
election victory exactly one year ago 


"I have no intention whatever of walk- 


ing away from the job I was elected to 
do," he said. "As long as I am physically 
able, I will continue to work 16 to 18 
hours a day .." 


Nixon's response came at the end of 


his nationally televised speech on the 
energy crisis 


Nixon said he realized "doubts have 


been raised as to the Integrity of the 
President of the United States," but he 
said 


"I am confident that in the months 


ahead the American people will come to 
realize that I have rot violated the trust 
they have placed In me in the past " 


Nixon promised to remove "any doubts 


of the integrity of the man who occupies 
the highest office in the land " 


He defended the first year of his sec- 


ond term, ticking off what he called the 
"substantial achievements" of his ad- 
ministration

New emergency room for Northwest Community 


Northwest Community Hospital's new 


emergency room opened at 5 a.m. yes- 
terday with a high fever. 


An infant with a rising temperature 


was one of the first patients treated at 
the new facility, the largest In the North- 
west suburbs. It was "business as usu- 
al," according to Monica Kullkowski, 
emergency room supervisor. 


The new emergency room, which will 


eventually be four times larger than the 
old one, Is part of a $4 million building 
project on the west side of the Arlington 
Heights hospital. 


The new emergency room Is needed to 


treat the growing number of emergency 
patients at Northwest — 46,000 of them 
last year, according to a hospital spokes- 
man. It has been predicted the number 
will reach 100,000 by 1980. 


THE NEW FACILITY has 23 beds or 


treatment centers with 14 of them now In 
operation. All 23 should be operating 
when the center is completed in four 
months, Mrs. Kullkowski said. The old 
emergency room had only nine beds. 


Also new In the emergency room are 


two X-ray machines, which save patients 
from having to wait to use the hospital's 
regular X-ray rooms. Better lighting, an 
Ice machine for burn victims, and a res- 


pirator are also new to the emergency 
room. 


Also, there are three "crash" carts 


equipped with everything necessary for 
critical patients that can be wheeled 
from bed to bed. "We have a high rate of 
critlcals," said Mrs. Kullkowski. 


Each treatment center is equipped 


with suppplles, Including oxygen Before 
the emergency room staff used portable 
oxygen machines. 


DOCTORS' OFFICES and a room for 


police and paramedics to make out acci- 
dent and ambulance reports are also in- 
cluded hi the facility. The new room cov- 
ers an area that In the past housed the 
hospital's operating 
room, 
recovery 


room, materials processing office and 
doctors' lounge. 


"We've made a lot of changes and we 


have a lot of new things. We've also got- 
ten duplicates of equipment we had be- 
fore," said Mrs. Kullkowski. "We've 
been working on new procedures and 
preparing for the move for a year." 


The changeover from the old emergen- 


cy room, which will become the waiting 
room for the new facility, began at 11 
pm. Tuesday. Nurses, volunteers and 
paramedics from Mount Prospect, Roll- 
Ing Meadows, Arlington Heights and 
Lake Zurich helped with the move. 


However, spokesmen for both the vil- 


lage and the township vestcrday defend- 
ed the road improvements. 


Bernard H R Hcmmeter, village engi- 


neer, said the project was undertaken 
because Lincoln is considered a collector 
street with a traffic volume of at least 
1,500 cars a day, and therefore should be 
widened 


Alfred Steil, township highway com- 


missioner, said the township decided to 
join the village in the project because it 
would save taxpayers' money to widen 
the entire street at one time Part of the 
street lies in the village, and part m the 
township. 


SINGER HAS demanded that the town- 


ship make available to him all records 
and documents relating to the Lincoln 
Street project by next Tuesday. Stetl said 
he already has shown Singer relevant pa- 
pers on four occasions. 


Singer also has claimed that the traffic 


count that measured the vehicular vol- 
ume was fixed to produce a high count.

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Youth's Chile death 
remains a mystery

A newt analysis 


Frank Tcruggi Jr., the young DCS 


Plalncs man who was killed in San- 
tiago, Chile, during the recent coup 
d'etat there, was burled more than 
three weeks ago. 


Since then, the young man's par- 


ents have been told virtually nothing 
by officials from the U.S. State De- 
partment. Their almost dally calls to 
the Stale Department got a curt "we 
have requested more Information 
from Chilean authorities and contin- 
ue to press for more Information" 
reply from government officers. 


"I just cannot understand why it's 


taking so long to find out what hap- 
pened to Frank," said Frank Tcruggi 
Sr. 


Confused and still distraught over 


their son's death, tho parents arc 
searching for answers as to why he 
was gunned down on Sept. 22 in San- 
tiago. Teruggl had been a student at 
tho University of Chile for about two 
years. 


IS AN EXCLUSIVE Interview with 


The Herald, Tcruggi, Sr. said he had 
received a report from the State De- 
partment regarding his son's death. 


"But It contained no Information, It 


was just a repetition of facts we al- 
ready knew," he said. The State De- 
partment would not comment publi- 
cly on tho report, but said they arc 
attempting to get further informa- 
tion. 


Tho State Department report in- 


dicated the young man's body had 
been Identified In early October by a 
friend In Santiago. 


Aides to U.S. Senators Charles 


Percy, IM1I., and Adlnl Stevenson, 
D-I11., and U.S. Rep. Samuel Young, 
R-lOth, have all requested the State 
Department to provide information 
on tho circumstances of Tcruggi's 


death, but even their inquiries have 
gained Uttlc new Information. 


SOME AIDES arc convinced they 


arc getting a runaround on the situ- 
ation. While not wishing to make 
public comments, some political 
aides have accused the State Depart- 
ment of "dragging their feet on the 
Investigation." 


Young told the Herald last week he 


had been informed by the State De- 
partment that an effort was being 
made to obtain some bullet frag- 
ments from Tcruggi's body to deter- 
mine what typo of weapon was used 
In the shooting. 


Officials of tho military junta who 


led tho overthrow of the Salvador Al- 
Icndc regime claim Teruggl was shot 
on the streets after being released 
from custody. They said the caliber 
of the bullets used showed they were 
not from a military weapon. 


However, the Herald has learned 


an autopsy report on the body In- 
dicated the young man had been shot 
at least 17 times. All of the bullets 
passed through the body and there 
were only minute fragments which 
could not be examined. 


"I just want to know the circums- 


tances regarding my son's death," 
Tcruggi said. 


THE LACK OF Information has 


apparently sparked a national effort 
to gather more information about the 
Chilean crisis. A local effort, the Chi- 
cago Committee to Save Lives in 
Chile, hopes to mount a committee to 
travel to Chile to investigate the Tc- 
ruggi death and the widespread kill- 
Ings and imprisonment by the mili- 
tary. 


A spokesman for the group, which 


represents a coalition of liberal or- 
ganizations in the Chicago area, said 
full details of tho investigative com- 
mittee will be announced next week.

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Student evaluations ready this week

Student performance evaluations for 


the first grading period will be Issued 
this week In School Dlst. 26, Mount Pros- 
peck 


Parents are scheduled to meet with 


teachers tomorrow night and Friday as 
part of a new reporting system adopted 
by the district this year. 


Instead of traditional report cards with 


letter grades, a checklist of expected crl- 
terla for each school subject will be used 
to report pupil progress. The checklist 
also Includes teacher evaluations of the 
student's attitudes and work habits. 


S T U D E N T S WHOSE parents ore 


unable to attend the teacher conferences 
will take home the checklist along with a 
teacher explanation about the meaning 
of evaluation. 


Al Levin, director of curriculum, said 


that the new reporting system Is de- 
signed to measure student progress 
against his own capabilities rather than 
judging him against his classmates. 


"The child Is judged only against him- 


self," Levin said. "He may come back 
with a nice report card even though he's 
not the top student In the class. It all 
depends on individual progress." 


The checklist Includes evaluations of 


the student's performance In several 
areas within one subject. For example, 
under language arts, it will Indicate If he 
demonstrates effort In reading, can ex- 
press ideas, understands and uses gram- 
mar well and correctly spells words. The 
Idea, Levin said, Is to pinpoint exact 
areas where the student may have prob- 
lems. 


TO GIVE PARENTS an Indication of 


how well a child Is performing In relation 
to the rest of his class, the checklist in- 
cludes a section that reports the student 
Is achieving below his grade level, at 
grade level or above grade level. 


Levin said that because a student com- 


petes only with himself under the new 


reporting system, even If he Is reported 
working below his grade level, he may 
be considered doing well in school. 


"The child Is measured against his ca- 


pabilities and the progress he's made, so 
ho may be doing the best that he can," 
Levin said. "With this system, he Isn't 
punished by being compared to other stu- 
dents In the class with greater capabil- 
ities who would normally take the top 
grades." 


LEVIN SAID because informal reports 


are Issued to parents throughout the year 


on pupil progress, parents should not be 
shocked at the results of the checklists at 
the teacher conferences. 


Teachers frequently send notes home 


with students describing a job well done 
In school or poor pupil performance. 


The grading period ending this week Is 


the first of four evaluation periods during 
the year. Levin plans to survey the effec- 
tiveness of the new reporting system af- 
ter the parent-teacher conferences and 
recommend any changes If necessary in 
the procedure.

day night proposed reducing highway

gasoline rationing since the 1940s. 


"The fuel crisis need not mean genuine 


Differing for any American," Nixon told 
the nation on radio and television from 
lili White House office, "but It ulll re- 
quire some sacrifice by all Amorlcnns." 


He said 
he had ordered 
federal 


agencies to draw up contingency plans 
for rationing of gasoline and homo heat- 


ing oil if the situation gets worse, but 
stressed It was a distant resort. 


Some of the President's proposals 


uouM require approval of Congress, 
which Is on the verge of authorizing im- 
mediate construction of a trans-Alaskan 
oil pipeline to help meet future U.S. 
needs. A House-Senate Conference com- 
mittee cleared the bill Wednesday, and 
final House action Is expected next week. 


Nixon said that (he sharp cutback in 


oil supplies from Arab producers in the 
Middle East had made the energy short- 
age more severe. To case expected short- 
ages this winter, he announced a sweep- 


ing program of emergency belt-tight- 
ening measures. The President: 


• Ordered temporary variances in fed-

Nixon: won't quit 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Nixon said Wednesday night he has no 
Intention of resigning, declaring he will 
not walk away "from the job I was elect- 
ed to do." 


Taking first public note of increasing 


calls for him to step down because of the 
Watergate scandal, Nixon conceded that 
it "has not been an easy year in many 
respects" since he won a landslide re- 
election victory exactly one year ago. 


"I have no intention whatever of walk- 


ing away from the job I was elected to 
do," lie snid. "As long as I am physically 
able, I will continue to uork 16 to IB 
hours a day ..," 


Nixon's response came at the end of 


his nationally televised speech on the 
energy crisis. 


Nixon said he realized "doubts have 


been raised as to the integrity of the 
President of the United States," but he 
said: 


"I am confident that in the month*- 


ahead the American people will come tj • 
realize that I have not violated the trust 
they have placed in me in the past." 


Nixon promised to remove "any doubts 


of the integrity of the man who occupies 
the highest office in the land " 


He defended the first year of his sec- 


ond term, ticking off what he called the 
"substantial achievements" of his ad- 
ministration

Planners turn down Ivy Hill Village 


The Arlington Heights Plan Commis- 


sion last night turned down the 315-unlt 
housing development proposed for Pala- 
tine Road and Windsor Drive. 


The plan commission vote was unani- 


mous in its recommendation to deny zon- 
ing for the Meistcr-Neiberg Company's 
Ivy Hill Village planned for just south of 
the Ivy Hill subdivision. The proposal in- 
cluded a mixture of single-family homes, 
townhouses and mid-rise condominium 
apartments on a 49-acre site. 


The plan commission's recommenda- 


tion now will go to the village board for 
final action. 


Spokesmen for three subdivisions, The 


Greater Eastwood Civic Association, Ar- 
lington Terrace and Arlington Vista, tes- 
tified against the project, saying apart- 
ment and townhouse development is not 
compatible with surrounding single-fami- 
ly housing. Don Madison, president of 
the Arlington Terrace Homeowners Asso- 
ciation said the homeowners he repre- 
sents arc "concerned with the increasing 
number of multi-family units In our area 
... because of traffic and schools..." 


THE PLAN COMMISSIONERS appar-

New emergency room for Northwest Community

Northwest Community Hospital's new 


emergency room opened at 5 a.m. yes- 
terday with a high fever. 


An Infant with a rising temperature 


was one of the first patients treated at 
the new facility, the largest in the North- 
west suburbs. It was "business as usu- 
al," according to Monica Kullkowskl, 
emergency room supervisor. 


The new emergency room, which will 


eventually be four times larger than the 
old one, is part of a $4 million building 
project on the west side of the Arlington 
Heights hospital. 


The new emergency room Is needed to 


treat the growing number of emergency 
patients at Northwest — 46,000 of them 
last year, according to a hospital spokes- 
man. It has been predicted the number 
will reach 100,000 by 1980. 


THE NEW FACILITY has 23 beds or 


treatment centers with 14 of them now in 
operation. All 23 should be operating 
when the center is completed in four 
months, Mrs. Kulikowski said. The old 
emergency room had only nine beds. 


Also new In the emergency room are 


two X-ray machines, which save patients 
from having to wait to use the hospital's 
regular X-ray rooms. Better lighting, an 
ice machine for burn victims, and a res- 


pirator arc also new to the emergency 
room. 


Also, there are three "crash" carts 


equipped with everything necessary for 
critical patients that can be wheeled 
from bed to bed. "We have a high rate of 
criticals," said Mrs. Kulikowski. 


.Each treatment center is equipped 


with suppplies, including oxygen Before 
the emergency room staff used portable 
oxygen machines. 


DOCTORS' OFFICES and a room for 


police and paramedics to make out acci- 
dent and ambulance reports are also In- 
cluded in the facility. The new room cov- 
ers an area that In the past housed the 
hospital's 
operating 
room, 
recovery 


room, materials processing office and 
doctors' lounge. 


"We've made a lot of changes and we 


have a lot of new things. We've also got- 
ten duplicates of equipment we had be- 
fore," said Mrs. Kulikowski. "We've 
been working on new procedures and 
preparing for the move for a year." 


The changeover from the old emergen- 


cy room, which will become the waiting 
room for the new facility, began at 11 
p.m. Tuesday. Nurses, volunteers and 
paramedics from Mount Prospect, Roll- 
ing Meadows, Arlington Heights and 
Lake Zurich helped with the move.

Dundee Road paving work 
begun; finished by winter?

Paving on Dundee Road began yester- 


day and state officials said they arc 
keeping their fingers crossed that good 
weather holds so two lanes of the new 
road can be completed by winter. 


Completion of tuo lanes will at Icnst 


partially eliminate some of the present 
traffic hazards. In addition to numerous 
collisions that have occurred since con- 
struction began, Buffalo Grove police 
said an average of two can a day slip 
off the existing pavement, which is in 
poor condition. 


At least one person has been killed and 


many others injured In auto accidents 
since construction of the road began. 


The project consists of widening Dun- 


dec Road to four lanes between Elmhurst 
Road and III. Rtc. 53, through Wheeling, 
Arlington Heights and Buffalo Grove. 


ALBERT S1FRER, project engineer 


for the Illinois Division of Highways said 
yesterday workmen began pouring the 
pavement at Elmhurst Road and will 
proceed west to Rtc. S3. 


"Right now things look pretty good," 


he said. "We're just hoping the weather 
holds because we're working on borrow- 
ed time. 


Slfrcr said workmen have Installed the 


sub-base of the road to Cambridge Drive 
In Buffalo Grove and he Is certain paving 
up to that point will be completed by 
winter. Whether the entire 16,000 feet of 
pavement is completed will depend 
largely on the weather, he sold. 


Besides the ucalhcr, Sifrcr said a ce- 


ment shortage also threatens to dolly 
construction. Because of the shortage, 
the project Is being limited to five to sev- 
en truddoads of concrete a day, enough 
to pave about 800 feet of road. 


State officials are attempting to obtain 
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additional supplies of cement to help ex- 
pedite construction, Slfrcr said. Under 
normal conditions, he said, workers arc 
able to pave 1,500 feet of road a day. 


DURING THE paving, the state plans 


to close several streets In Wheeling and 
Buffalo Grove that Intersect Dundee 
Road. Closing the streets will enable 
workers to pave the entire road at once, 
rather than skipping the Intersections 
and paving them at another time. 


Besides expediting construction, clos- 


ing the streets will prevent hazardous 
conditions which would result from leav- 
ing them unpavcd, Slfrcr said. Each 
street will be closed for three to four 
days once construction reaches the inter- 
sections. 


The streets In Wheeling that will be 


closed arc Cedar Drive on the north side 
and Redwood Trail, Schocnbeck Road 
and Laurel Troll on the south side. Offi- 
cials said yesterday Cedar Drive prob- 
ably will dose today and the three other 
streets will close tomorrow. 


In Buffalo Grove, Golfview Terrace, 


Arlington Heights and Buffalo Grove 
roads will be closed on the north side of 
Dundee Road. Officials were not sure 
when Uic streets \\ould be closed. 


Motorists arc urged to be on the alert 


for barricades, warning signs and de- 
tours directing them through the con- 
struction area. Drivers arc asked to 
avoid Dundee Road If possible and to use 
alternate north-south streets while the 
streets arc closed. 


IN ALL. CASES, the state has made 


provisions to allow emergency vehicles 


to cross the closed streets should the 
need arise. 


In addition to the widening and paving, 


the $2.5 million project also includes the 
realignment of Buffalo Grove and Ar- 
lington Heights roads. The two roads 
uerc rerouted to connect with the al- 
ready existing extensions north of Dun- 
dee Road. 


The realignments, which were com- 


pleted more than a month ago, are ex- 
pected to eliminate two bottlenecks 
which now hamper through traffic. The 
state plans to connect the extensions to 
Dundee Road as soon as two new lanes 
are paved.

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Youth's Chile death 
remains a mystery

A news analysis 


Frank Teruggl Jr., the young Des 


Plalnca man who was killed in San- 
tiago, Chile, during the recent coup 
d'etat there, was burled more than 
three weeks ago. 


Since then, the young man's par- 


ents liavc been told virtually nothing 
by officials from the U.S. State De- 
partment. Their almost dally calls to 
the State Department got a curt "wo 
have requested more information 
from Chilean authorities and contin- 
ue to press for more information" 
reply from government officers. 


"I just cannot understand why it's 


taking so long to find out what hap- 
pened to Frank," said Frank Tcruggl 
Sr. 


Confused and still distraught over 


their son's death, the parents arc 
searching for answers as to why he 
was gunned down on Sept. 22 in San- 
tiago. Tcruggl had been a student at 
the University of Chile for about two 
years. 


IN AN EXCLUSIVE Interview with 


The Herald, Tcruggl, Sr. said he had 
received a report from the State De- 
partment regarding his son's death. 


"But It contained no information, it 


was just a repetition of facts we al- 
ready knew," ho said. The State De- 
partment would not comment publi- 
cly on the report, but sold they arc 
attempting to get further informa- 
tion. 


The State Department report in- 


dicated the young man's body had 
been Identified in early October by a 
friend In Santiago. 


Aides to U.S. Senators Charles 


Percy, IM1I., and Adlal Stevenson, 
D-H1., and U.S. Rep. Samuel Young, 
R-lOth, have all requested the State 
Department to provide information 
on tho circumstances of Tcruggl's 


death, but even their inquiries have 
gained little new information. 


SOME AIDES are convinced they 


are getting a runaround on the situ- 
ation. While not wishing to make 
public comments, some 
political 


aides have accused the State Depart- 
ment of "dragging their feet on tho 
investigation." 


Young told the Herald last week he 


had been Informed by the State De- 
partment that an effort was being 
made to obtain some bullet frag- 
ments from Tcruggi's body to deter- 
mine what type of weapon was used 
in the shooting. 


Officials of the military junta who 


led the overthrow of the Salvador Al- 
lendc regime claim Tcruggl was shot 
on the streets after being released 
from custody. They said the caliber 
of the bullets used showed they were 
not from a military weapon. 


However, the Herald has learned 


on autopsy report on the body In- 
dicated the young man had been shot 
at least 17 times. All of the bullets 
passed through the body and there 
were only minute fragments which 
could not be examined. 


"I just want to know the circums- 


tances regarding my son's death," 
Tcruggi said. 


THE LACK OF information has 


apparently sparked a national effort 
to gather more Information about the 
Chilean crisis. A local effort, the Chi- 
cago Committee to Save Lives in 
Chile, hopes to mount a committee to 
travel to Chile to investigate the Te- 
ruggl death and the widespread kill- 
ings and imprisonment by tho mili- 
tary. 


A spokesman for the group, which 


represents a coalition of liberal or- 
ganizations in tho Chicago area, said 
full details of the investigative com- 
mittee will be announced next week.

School tax hike weighed

A new state aid formula used to fi- 


nance public schools may put Elementa- 
ry School 01st. 59 Into a money squeeze 
within the next three years. 


The school board now will study possi- 


bilities on how to increase its revenue 
during the next three years. One possi- 
bility being discussed is to seek voter ap- 
proval on a referendum to Increase the 
district's educational fund tax rate. 


The state aid formula during the next 


three years will drastically reduce the 
amount of funds the district has been re- 
ceiving, forcing the now stable Elk 
Grove Township district into the red. 


"A tax raise is absolutely inevitable In 


the future if we are to maintain our pre- 
sent programs," said Al Domanlco, 
chairman of the board's long-range fi- 
nancial planning committee. "There's no 
way we'd cut back on programs without 
asking the people whether they'd want to 
do that or support a referendum," he 
added. 


DOMANICO SAID that in order for the 


district to maintain its present level of 
programs in three years, the school dis- 
trict would have to raise Its present tax 
rate of $1.71 per $100 assessed valuation 
to approximately $1.95 per $100 assessed 
valuation. 


For the homeowner with an assessed 


valuation of $10,000, the tax hike would 
mean an addition of roughly $25 a year 
to his tax bill. 


The new state aid formula is designed 


to give increased aid to poor school dis- 
tricts while cutting back on the amount 
given to richer districts. Less aid is giv- 
en to a district as Its pupil attendance 
drops and its total assessed valuation in- 
creases. 


Projections made by Dlst. 59 adminis- 


trators said that student population will 
drop about 1,500 within the next seven 


years, while assessed valuation will 
climb substantially. 


ACCORDING TO Domanleo, the tax In- 


crease doesn't necessarily have to come 
within the next two years, but if voters 
would approve an increase to the $1.95 
rate In a referendum this April, the dis- 
trict woudd have an excess of $1 million 
per year for the. next two years before 


experiencing a deficit in revenue In three 
years of about $250,000. 


The board has already instructed dis- 


trict administrators to continue present 
levels of educational programs next 
year, while tightening up the budget as 
much as possible to allow the addition of 
possible new programs proposed by the 
board's policy committee.
